TEM, for as much as great rumours, congregations and infurreé?i- 
ons, herein the realm of England by divers A the King’s liege peo- 
ple,’ as well by them which were of tie feët of berefy commonly calied 
Lollardry, as by other of their confederacy, excitation, and abetmcnt, 
now of late were made, to the intent to adnull, dcfiroy, and [ubuecrt the 
chriflian faith, and the law of God and holy church within this Jame 
realmof England, and alfo 12 defircy the fame our fovereign lor? the 
King and all other manner cf effates of the fame realm of England, as 
well fpiritual as temporal, and a!jo all manner cf pélicys and finally (le 
laws of the land: the fame our fovcretzn lord the King, to the honour of 
God, and in confervation and fortification of the i: iftian fasth, and alfo 
in falvation, of his royal efate, and of the eftate of all his realm, will- 
ing againf? the malice of Juch Fereticks and Lellurds to provide a more 
open remedy and punifhment then Path been Pad and ufed in the cafe 
pe hag Jo that for fear of the fame liws and punifbment, fuch 
herefies and lollardries may the rather cedfé in time to conte, by the advice 
and affent aforefaid, and at the priyer of the faid commons, hath or- 
dained and eftablifhed: “hart firft the chancellor, treafurer, 
yuftices, 
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juftices of the one bench and of the other, juftices of peace, Mhe- 
riffs, mayors, and bailiffs of cities and towns, and all other of- 
ficers, having governance of people, which now be or hereafter 
for the time fhall be,fhall makean oath in taking of their char-

totime, with all their power, and that they affift the ordinariesand 
theircommiflaries, and them favour and maintain as often asthey 
or any of them to that fhall be required by the fame ordinaries 
or their commiffaries, fo that when the faid officers and minifters 
travel or ride to arreft any Lollard, or to make affittance at the 
inftance and requeft of the ordinaries or their commifiaries by 
virtue of this ftatute, {hat the fame ordinaries and commifiaries 
fhall pay for their coft reafonably. And that the King’s fervices, 
to the which the fame officers be firft fworn, be preferred before 
all other ftatutes for the liberty of holy church and the minifters 
of the fame, and in efpecial for the correétion and punifhment ot 
the hereticks and Lollards before this time made and not repealed 
being in their force. And alfo that all perfons convict of herefy,

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for default of fuch changers there ought to be made fuch ex- 
change, and by divers colours and fubtleties the King’s money 
fhall be of great likelihood privily carried to the parts beyond 
the fea, and fuch merchandifes (as afore) fhall not be bought by 
fuch merchants changers, to the great damage of the King and 
of his people and the realm, if in this prefent parliament reme- 
dy be not provided: therefore it is ordained in this prefent par-

TEM, whereas the noble King Edward the Third did ordain 
his ftaple to be at Calais, and that the whole repair of wools, 
woolfels, leather, lead, tin, butter, cheefe, and other merchan- 
dife, except woolen cloths, and red herring pañfling out of the 
realm of Ængland, and his lands of Vales and Ireland, and his 
town of Berwick upon Tweed, fhould be at the faid town of Ca- 
fais. And after at a parliament holden inthe firit year of King 
Henry the Fourth it was ordained, That the ftaple of wools, 
woolfels, leather, lead, and tin, fhould be wholly at Ca/azs: fa- 
ving that merchants of Genoa, Venice,Catalonia, Arragon, and other 
realms, lands and countries,towards the weft,being of the King’s 
amity, may {hip at Hampton in carraks, fhips, galleys, and 
other veflels, wools, woolfels, leather, lead, tin, and other mer- 
chandifes of the ftaple, and bring them into their country to- 
wards the weft, after the form of the ftatute thereof made in the 
fecond year of King Richard the Second after the conqueft. 
And alfo faving to the burgeffes and merchants of Berwick upon 
Tweed certain benefits to bring the wools of the growing between 
the waters of Tweed and Cocket, to the faid place of Berwick, and 
and to fhip them towards what parts it fhall pleafe them beyond 
thefea. And alfo whereas the faid ftatutes in the parliament

TEM, whereas it is ordained by divers ftatutes made in the 
times of the King’s noble progenitors, that no Knight, nor 
other of lefs eftate fhould give any livery of cloths or hats to 
other than to bis menials, and his officers and men learned in 
the one law or the other, upon the pain of an Cs. to be levied 
of the giver, and xls. of the taker, as often as they do the con- 
trary, and he that would fue, fhould have the one half of the 
pain after that they thereof be duly convićt, and that the juí- 
tices of aflifes, and juftices of peace in every county of England 
íhould have power from time to time in their feflions, to en- 
quire of the faid matters, and them to hear and determine, as 
in the faid ftatutes and ordinances fully appeareth, which fta- 
tutes and ordinances have not been duly kept, becaufe that they 
that do contrary to the faid ftatutes id ordinances, before the 
faid juftices may not be indicted, for great maintenances in this 
behalf: our fovereign lord the King, willing to expel fuch 
maintenances, hath ordained by the authority aforefaid, “Chat 
the faid juftices fhall have power by the fame authority, as well 
at the King’s fuit as the parties, to award writs of attachment 
and diftrefs againft all them, which from henceforth do the 
contrary of the faid ftatutes and ordinances, in the counties 
where they hold their feflions, directed to the fheriffs of the 
{fame counties, returnable before the fame juftices or juftice for 
the time being in their feffions. And if the faid fheriffs return, 
that they againft whom fuch writs iffi:ed, have nothing, then a 
Capias and Æxigend {hall be awarded againfi them, in the man- 
ner as fhall be done againft them that be indicted before jufti- 
ces of peace of trefpaffes done with force and arms againft the 
King’s peace.

of Chrifimas next coming. Provided, That the faid ordinances 


extend as well in the counties of Cheffer and Lancaffer by the 


examination and protefs as afore is faid, of the juftice of Chef- 
ter or his lieutenant there, as by examination of the juftices of 
the county of Lancafier, fo to be made againft all them which 
{hall do the contrary of the faid ordinances in time to come. 
Provided alfo, That all the ftatutes and ordinances before made 
and not repealed, of liveries of cloths by lords given or to be 
given againft the form of the faid ftatutes, fhall ftand in the 
force.

TEM, It is fhewed to our lord the King by the faid com- 
mons for the mayor and aldermen and commons of the city 
of London, that whereas among other franchifes, liberties and 
cuftoms to them by the fame our lord the King and his noble 
progenitors granted and confirmed, it is contained, That the 
manner and form of taking apprentices within the faid city of 
old time ufed and continued, be kept and obferved: (2) And 
where it is alfo there ufed by the cuftoms of the fame city of time 
out of mind continued and approved in the fame, that every 
perfon which was not of villain eftate or condition, but of free 
eftate and condition, might put himfelf, his fon or daughter to 
be apprentice to any freeman of the fame city, to learn his craft 
or myftery, and that likewife every freeman of the faid cit 
may take every {fuch perfon, fon or daughter to be his ap- 
prentice, without impeachment, (3) until now of late the faid 
mayor, aldermen and commons, be and have been grievoufl 
vexed and inquieted by colour of an article of the ftatute mado 
at /Vefiminfier, the feventh year of the reign of King Henry the 
Fourth, rehearfing by general words, That no man nor woman 
put their fon nor daughter to be apprentice within any city or 
town of the realm of England, except that he have land or rent 
tọ the value of twenty fhillings by year, and that b teftimony 
under the feals of the juftices of peace, nor that any fhall receive 
a prentice to the contrary, upon a grievous penalty limited in 
the faid ftatute. 

IT. Our lord the king, confidering the great hindrance which 
by the faid ftatute might redound to the inhabitants of the faid 
city, if they fhould be thereby reftrained of their faid liberties 
and cuftoms, and how in the beginning of the fame ftatute 
it is contained, That the faid city of London have and enjoy 
all her liberties, franchifes and cuftoms that be not contrary 
to the faid article, and alfo refpecting the entire affections, and 
great kindnefs done and fhewed to our faid lord the King in 
all his affairs by the citizens of the faid city of London, and 
to encourage them the more to fuch affections and kindnefs 
hereafter, by the advice and affent aforefaid, hath ordained by 
the authority of this parliament, That the faid ancient manner, 
form and cuftom of putting and taking of apprentices, ufed and 
continued in the faid city of London, be fiom henceforth kept

TEM, whereas in the time of the King’s noble progenitors, 
for the profperity, profit, and wealth of the realm of England, 
and for the fuftentation of the town of Calais, it hath been or- 
dained by divers ftatutes and ordinances, hat the ftaple fhould 
be wholly at the faid town of Ca/ais, and in none other place be- 
yond the fea, that is to fay, That all the wools, woolfels, leather, 
lead, and tin, and all other merchandifes pafling out of the 
faid realm, and out of the lands of /¥a/es and Ireland, ought 
wholly to pafs and repair to the faid ftaple, and to none other 
place, upon pain of the forfeiture of the fame, except fuch mer- 
chandifes, which in the faid ftatutes and ordinances, be ex- 
prefled and exceped, as in the fame is more fully contained, the 
which ftatutes and ordinances, the ij. year of our fovereign lord 
the King, that now is, were approved, affirmed, and ordained 
duly to be executed. Neverthelefs as well under colour of ex- 
ceptions in the faid ftatutes, and ordinances contained, as by 
coleur of licences granted by our fovereign lord the King to di- 
vers perfons, a great quantity of wools, woolfels, leather, lead 
and tin, and many other merchandifes have been continually 
from time to time, and yet be carried and and conveyed out of the 
realm, and of the faid lands of Vales and Ireland, into Flanders, 
Holland, Zealand, Brabant, and other parts, not reforting to the 
faid ftaple, as they ought to do, wherefore our fovereign lord 
the King is defrauded of the cuftoms and fubfidies, which 
ought to amount to notable fums to his increafe, if he thereof 
were duly anfwered and content: And moreover the King’s 
mint at Calais is like to be void, defolate, and deftroyed, and the 
commodities alfo of the merchandifes of the faid realm, for the 
faid caufes, within fhort time to be greatly hindered, if remed 
be not provided in this behalf: our fovereign lord the King 
confidering the premiffes, and willing in this cafe to provide a 
a remedy, of the advice and affent aforefaid, by the authority of 
the faid parliament, hath ordained, That no perfon fhip nor do 
to be fhiped from henceforth no manner wools, woolfels, leather, 
lead, and tin, whole nor fhotten, nor the fame carry nor con- 
vey out of any parts of the faid realm, nor out of the lands of 
Fales nor Ireland, to none other parts beyond the fea, but only 
to the faid ftaple of Calais, upon pain of forfeiture of the double 
value of the merchandife fo carried or conveyed to any other 
parts than to the faid ftaple of Ca/a7s, and alfo upon pain of im- 
prifonment of his body for the fpace of two years, without 
bail or inainprife. And he which can {py any perfon from 
henceforth, which offending or doing in any wife contrary to 
this ordinance, and the fame offence do prefent to the treafurer 
of England for the time being, and the trefpafor thereof duly 
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convict, orif fuch trefpaffor confefs before the treafurer and the 
barons of the exchequer fuch trefpaffes by him done, 1 hat then 
he fhall be convict by his own confeffion. Andthe prefenter {hall 
have for his labour the third part of the forfeiture of the merchan- 
difes carried or conveyed againft this ordinance. Saving always 
that the merchants of Genoa, Venice, Tufcany, Lombardy, Florence, 
and Catalonia, may fhip wools, woolfels, leather, lead, and tin 
in their fhips, gallies, carraks, and other veffels, and to bring 
the fame into their country towards the /¥Ve/7, in manner ac- 
cultomed before this time. Saving alfo to the burgeffes of the 
town of Berwick upon Tweed, the privileges and benefits to 
them before this time granted, as in divers ftatutes thereof made 
is fully contained, notwithitanding this ordinance. 


CAP AVIL | 
Certain ordinances made for the prices of merchandifes, and 
maintenance of the town and mint at Calais. 


TEM, our fovereign lord the King, confidering certain ar- 
ticles enfuing, tobe conceived and defired, as well for the 
profit and wealth of him and his realm univerfal, as for the good 
politick governance and fupportation of the ftaple of Ca/ais, by 
advice and affent of the lords fpiritual and temporal, and alfo 
of the commons being in this prefent parliament, by authority 
of the fame, hath granted the fame articles to be kept and ob- 
ferved, to begin at the feaft of the Purification of our Lady, next 
after the beginning of the faid parliament, until the feaft of the 
Annunciationof ourLady then next following,andfrom the fame 
feaft ofthe Annunciation toendure till the end of three years then 
next following after the form following, that is to fay: 


Firft, That the ordinance and appointment of late made to 
the faid ftaple of Calais, upon wools, woolfels, and tin, be 
furely kept and obferved in all thefe five points following, 
that is to fay, That the price of the faid wools, wooltels, 
and tin, be not abated, but augmented and put to greater 
increafe and advantage. 


Item, That the whole payment be made in hand for the faid 
wools, woolfels, and tin, in gold and filver without fubtilty 
or collufion. | 


Item, Ihat the bullion be brought to the mint to Calais, 
that is to fay, for every farpler of wools, whereof the 
weight of the fack is fold for xij. marks, fix pounds, x. 
marks, v.li, viij. marks. iv.li. And the woolfels after the 
rate, to be forged in the King’s coin. 


Item, That every man that fhall fell or do to be fold, any 
wools or woolfelsatthe ftaple of Calais, fhal! make a lawful 
and cqual partition of the money of the fame, with them

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which have the wools or woolfels of the fame country from 
whence the wools or woolfels be, and with whom he is 
joined and affociateto make partition, without fraud or mal- 
engine. 


And alfo that at all times the merchants feilers, fhall make ac- 
quittances to the merchants buyers, to be fealed under the 
feal to that ordained within the faid ftaple, to the intent that 
no merchant feller {half from henceforth lend any manner 
of money to any merchant by him received of the wools or 
fells, but that the fame money may be brought within the 
realm without fubtilty or fraud. 


CAP. MIA. 
If a mariner shall receive into his fhip any merchandifes, or 
carry them to any other place than to the fiaple at Calais, 
the goods and fhip hall be forfeited. 


1 EM, for as much as oftentimes divers mariners ftrangers of 


divers parts of Flanders, Holland, Zealand, and Brabant, in 
divers ports and creeks of the realm, take their fhips and veffels, 
woois, woolfels, and other merchandifes of the ftaple, which be 
trufied in tuns, pipes, barrels, facks, fardels and otherwife, and 
and the fame privily do put and conceal in their veffels under- 
neath wood, wheat, oats, rye, and in other manner, and fo carry 
them into divers parts beyond the fea, tothe King’s great preju- 
dice in diminifhing of his cuftoms and fubfidies, and to the da- 
mage of all the hege people of his realm: our fovereign lord the 
King willing to efchewthe faid prejudices, and againft fuch fub- 
tilties to provide remedy, hath ordained by the authority afore- 
faid, T hat no mariner ftranger nor other mariner, that is like- 
wife owner and mafter of one {hip or veffel, {hail take nor receive 
within England; Wales, nor freland, in his fhip or veffelan 
manner of wools, woolfels, nor other merchandifes of the ftaple, 
nor carry the fame out of the realm to any parts beyond the fea, 
but only to the ftaple of Ca/ais, except fuch which by the ordi- 
mance made, fhall pafs over the ftreights of AZarro£, and that 
upon pain of forfeiture to the King of fuch fhips and goods fo 
found defective, as of the goods of the faid mariners, being in 
the fame {hips or veffels. And that the mayor of the ftaple for 
the time being, fhall have power and authority tomake due 
fearch in this part. And the fhips goods, and mariners, if

TEM, for as much as the King is informed, That certain 

perfons continually, inhabiting in the town of Calats, with 
merchants aliens of their affinity and confent, for their fingular 
lucre, do imagine by fubtil means to diminifh the price of the 
commodities of this realm, which heretofore have been and yet 
be creatly ufed, in fo much that when the merchants aliens 
ought to have repaired to the faid town to buy wools and 
woolfels, they have been returned and withdrawn by the faid 
inhabitants, fo that the poor men have been let to fell their 
goods, and for great mifchief they muft of neceflity fell their 
goods to the faid inhabitants of Calais, which will not buy the 
fame but greatly within their price, to the great hurt and hinder- 
ance of the fellers, and abatement of the price of the faid com- 
modities: the fame our fovereign lord the King, willing there- 
upon to provide remedy, for his profit and the avail of his 
realm, hath ordained by the faid authority, “hat from hence- 
forth no merchant continually inhabiting within the faid town 
of Calais, fhall be fuffered to buy beyond the fea, any manner of 
wocls, woolfels, leather, lead, nortin, nor other merchandife 
pertaining to the ftaple, upon pain of forfeiture of the fame, as. 
often as it may be proved.

A repeal of all licences granted to men of Newcattle and Ber- 
wick, to carry merchandifes to other places than fo Calais.

1 for as much as a great noife runneth amongit men of 
Neivcaftie and Berwick, ‘That if they fhould bring their

A remedy for the inhabitants of Tewkfbury in the county of 
Gloucefter, againft the commonalty of the fcreft of Dean, 
&c. to prevent future robberies and injuries in the naviga- 
tion on the Severn. 


"TEM, forafmuch as the commons of the realm of England, 
being in the fame parliament, at the inftance and elpecial 
requeft of the faithful liege people of our fovereign lord the 
King, the bailiffs, burgefles, and commonalty of the town of 
Tewksbury, within the county of Glouceffer, have made to our 
fovereign lord the King, a very grievous compiaint in the ‘ame 
parliament; That whereas the faid town of Zewk/dury is adjoin- 
ing to the river of Severn, within the faid county of Gloucefter, 
which river is common to all the liege people of our fovereign 
lord the King, to carry and bring within the ftream of the faid 
river in boats, troughs, and otherwife, all manner of merchan- 
dife and other goods and chattels to Bri/fol, and to every part 
adjoining to the fame river, in which river divers perfon of the 
faid town of Tewk/-ury often times and now of late have charg- 
ed their proper veffels and troughs with wheat, rye, and other 
corn and goods, to the value of five hundred pounds, and fo 
the fame veffels and troughs fo charged, have conveyed in the 
fame river towards the faid town of Bri/fel by the coafis of the 
foreft of Dean, within the faid county of Gloucefter, joining to 
the faid river, there have cominonly great multitude of people, 
and routs of the commons of the fame foreft, and of the hun- 
dreds of Blediflow and Wefbury, with great riot and force in 
manner of war, as enemies of a ftrange land, and with force 
have fpoiled the fame perfons of the faid veiiels, and taken of 
them all their corn and goods within the fame vefféls, and the 
fame perfons have menaced and threatened to put to death, if they 
made any refiftance, or any fuit, quarrel, orcomplaint for the fame, 
to the great hjndrance, lofs, and impoverifhment of the faid per- 
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fons, and oppreflion of all the country there adjoining. And 
afterward the fame our fovereign lord the King, p the advice 
and affent of his council, fent his letters of privy feal, directed 
to divers perfons of the faid foreft, to make open proclamation 
that no man of the faid foret fhould be fo hardy to inquiet or 
difturb his people to pafs by the river with all manner of corn, 
goods and chattels, or any other merchandife, upon the pain 
of treafon, after which proclamation fo made, the faid trefpaf- 
fers came to the faid river with more greater routs and riots 
than ever they did before, not efteeming nor regarding the faid 
letters of privy feal, and there fpoiled at divers times eight 
troughs of wheat, rye-flour, and divers other goods and chat- 
tels, and the people of the fame troughs did throw over the 
board and divers of them drowned, and the fterns of the faid 
troughs did cut away, and did threaten the owners of the faid 
goods and chattels, and alfo the people of the faid troughs, that 
they fhould not be fo hardy to carry no manner of victual by 
the faid ftream much nor little, for lord nor for lady : and that 
they would hew all to pieces the faid hoats, if they came 
another time by the coafts of the faid foreft of Dean, for the 
which riot and rebellion, no perfon of the faid town of Tewk/- 
bury, nor of the country adjoining, dare not carry any corn nor 
other goods nor chattels in the faid river, nor purfue to have 
remedy for fuch oppreffions and griefs to them done, forafmuch 
as the faid foreft of Dean and hundreds be very large, and the 
people inhabiting and refident in the fame very wild, and nigh 
adjoining to the country of ales. And all the commons of 
the fame foreft and hundreds of one affinity and confederacy in 
malice and riot, not pondering nor regarding the law, nor the 
officers and minifters of the fame, nor caring for the procefs nor 
the punifhment of the law of the land, infomuch that they will 
not obey, but at their own will, any minifter of the King’s 
laws, nor execution of the fame, nor the officers nor minifters 
of the law of the faid county, dare not in any wife come into 
the faid foreft, to execute any matter or procefs of the law a- 
cainft the will and intent of the commons of the foreft and hun- 
dred aforefaid. Our fovereign lord the King, having tender re- 
{pect and confideration of the faid mifchiefs, and alfo confider- 
ing the inconveniencies, which be like to enfue and follow upon 
the fame, and upon that willing to refift the malice of fuch 
tranfereffors and offenders, and to provide hafty and covenable 
remedy for his faid faithful liege people fo grieved in this be- 
half, by the advice and affent of the lords fpiritual and tempo- 
ral, being in this prefent parliament, and at the fpecial requeft of 
the faid commons there aflembled, hath ordained by authority 
of the fame parliament, that in every fuch cafe hereafter to 
come, or elfe had er chanced this laft year paft, the fheriff of 
the faid county, or the bailiffs of the town of Gloucefter for the 
time being, or one of them, upon pain of forfeiture of twenty 
ounds to be levied of their lands, goods, and chattels, to the 
ufe of our fovereign lord the King, make proclamation at the faid 
town 
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town of Gloucefter, within four days next after notification made 
to them, or to any of them by the perfons fo endamaged, or by 
any other in their names, of fuch injuries and trefpafies done, 
and that the faid trefpaffers and offenders {hall reftore in the 
fame town of Gloucefter within fifteen days after the faid procla- 
mation to the faid perfons fo endamaged, their faid corn and 
merchandifes, goods and chattels fo taken, or the very value of 
the fame, with reafonable amends for their damages of fuch 
taking. After which proclamation if the faid trefpaflers do not 
reftore the faid corn and merchandifes, goods and chattels, or 
the value of the fame, to the parties fo grieved in the form a- 
forefaid, with reafonable amends for their damages, nor that. 
the faid trefpaffers be not brought to the King’s prifon, to the 
caftle of Gloucefter for the faid trefpafies by the officers of the faid 
forefts and hundreds, or by the commonalties of the fame, to 
be demeaned in fuch cafe by the King and his council, that 
then by confideration of the ftatute of /Vinchefier put for the 
robbery of any perfon, which giveth an action for him which is 
robbed, againft the hundred within which the fame robbery is done, 
after the form of the fame ftatute, the faid commonalties fhall be 
charged of the fame corn and merchandifes, goods and chattels 
fo taken, or of the very value of the fame, to the parties fo 
grieved, to fatisfy them of their damages for the fame taking. 
And that the faid parties fo endamaged and grieved, may have 
their general actions of debt againft the faid commonalities of 
the faid foreft and hundred, of the fum of money, to which the 
value of the corn, merchandifes, goods and chattels fo taken 

do extend. | 
And although the faid commonalties be no commonaities cor- 
porate, yet they fhall have procefs in fuch actions of debt, by 
fummons, attachments, and diftrefs, as if he were to have an 
action of debt at the common law, fo that if the faid common- 
nities make default at the fecond diftrefs in fuch actions, that 
then the party which fhall fue, fhall have judgment to recover 
his debt againft the faid commonalties, after the fuppofal of 
their goods, in the form aforefaid, with his reafonable dama- 
ges and expences. And whatfoever iffue triable by inqueft in 
the faid foreft and hundreds fhall happen to be taken ‘n fuch 
actions, it {hall be tried by inqueft of the body of” .ne faid 
county, out of the fame foreft and hundreds. And that the 
goods and chattels of every fingular perfon of the faid commo- 
nalties, for the time being, fhall be had, taken, and holden in 
Jaw convict, as the common gocds and chattels of the fame 
commonalties, teuching the return, ferving, and all executions 
of writs, ,.proceffes and judgments in and of the faid actions, 
And that every fingular perfon of the faid foreft and common- 
alties, have power by authority of the faid parliament, to at- 
tach and arreft the faid trefpaflers by their bodies, as well with- 
in the faid foreft as without, and them fo arrefted to commit to 
the faid prifon. And that the keeper of the fame prifon upon 
pain of forty pounds, to be levied of his goods and chattels, 
L 4 Jands 
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lands and tenements, to the ufe of our fovereign lord the King, 
{hall fafely keep every perlon fo committed to his cuftody, till 
the time that the King or his council hath ordained and provi- 
ded their deliverance of record. And if the goods or chattels 
of any fingular perfon or perfons of the faid foreft and hundreds, 
being not guilty of the faid robberies, happen to be put in exe- 
cution becaufe of any fuch actions and judgments, that then 
the faid perfon or pertons fo being not guilty, may have their 
fpecial action of debt or trefpafs upon their cafe of the goods

And that it be 
lawful to all the King’s liege people to repair, inhance, and 
newly to edify and {icour the faid bridges, way pañlages and 
ditches in the breadth aforefaid, and new trees there to plant, 
and to caft in the faid ditches, clay, marl, gravel, to dig earth, 
and to take the faine, and to cut the branches and buds of the 
taime trees in times convenient, to repair the fame, as often as

the King’s right. And faving the abbot of Abingdon and his 
convent, and their fiicceffors, their liberties within the faid 
bridges, paflages, waters, and ditches, as they were wont, and

TEM, Whereas it was ordained by a ftatute made in the 
time of King Edward the Third, the 25th year of his reign, 
mills, ftanks, ftakes, piles, and kydels, 


which were fet in the great rivers of England, in the time of the 
lord Edward fometime King of England, fon of King Henry, 
and after, whereby fhips and boats be difturbed, that they can- 
not pafs as they were wont to pafs, fhould be removed and pul- 
led down.

And notwithftanding all the faid ftatutes, and 
many other ftatutes made for the confervation of the faid great 
rivers; there is fo great number of fhelfs within the river of 
Ley, which is in the courities of Effex, Hertford and Middefex, 
which runneth from,the bridge of the town of are, to the 
river of Thames, which fhelfs be made and come by force 
and courfe of the faid water of Ley, that {hips and boats may 
not pafs by the faid water of Ley, as they ought, becaufe that 
no power nor authority is given by any ftatute heretofore made, 
how nor in what manner the faid fhelfs may be removed, as 
by a petition delivered in this parliament by the commons of 
the fame it was fully declared: Whereupon by advice and 
affent of the lords fpiritual and temporal, and alfo at the requeft 
of the faid commons, it is granted and ordained, “hat the 
chancellor of ÆErgland for the time being, may aflign certain 
fuffcient commiflioners, which {hall have power by authority of 
this parliament, to remove and caft all the faid fhelfs out of 
the faid river of Zey, upon the banks of the fame river, fo that 
any may be found, that will take upon him to do the fame, 
without excluding of any man’s right. And in cafe any credit 
or fhift of any fums of money be or might be made, to put 
out and amove the faid fhelfs, that then the commiffioners of 
the faid river for the time being, by them and by their députies, 
may by authority of the fame parliament, take and gather of 
every fhip and boat freighted, pafling or coming in the faid 
river four pence, for the repayment of the faid credits made or 
to be made, and for the confervation of the faid river without 
fuch fhelfs, till the end of three years next following.

I TEM, whereas in the parliament holden at /Vefiminffer, 
the xv. day of Adarch the third year of the reign of King 
ffenry the Fifth, a ftatute was ordained in the form as follow- 
eth : Item, toraifmuch as there be divers abbots, priors, where- 
of fome be of the King’s foundation, and iome of the foun- 
dation of other lords, dwelling as well within the county of 
York, as in the county of Lanca/ler, whereof fome have poffef- 
fions within the wapentakes of Stainecliffe wapentake, and 
Friendlies wapentake in Craven in the faid county of York, and 
and fome not, againft whom divers perfons daily by abettment 
and procurement of the bailiffs approvers of the courts of the 
faid wapentakes, and of the flewards that hold pleas in the 
{aid courts, and of ferimougs of the profits and revenues of the 

faid 
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faid courts, do feign and procure by them and other of their 
covin and affent, divers plaints and pleas of debt and trefpais, 
and other divers pleas in the courts of the faid wapentakes. 
And when the fame abbots and priors come to the faid courts 
to defend them of fuch wrongful plaints and pleas, and pray 
and profer to the ftewards and bailiffs of the faid courts to 
make their attornies in fuch pleas, the faid ftewards and 
bailiffs the fame refufe, and will not receive fuch attornies 
of fuch abbots and priors, in any plea of debt or treipafs, 
nor in any other plea. And moreover the fame ftewards and 
bailiffs of their own authority do amerce the faid abbots 
and priors, at the firft time for every of the faid plaints ten 
fhillings or twenty fhiliings, or more at their will, to the great 
damage and hindrance of the faid abbots and priors, and againft 
reafon and the common law of the land. “Lhe King hath or- 
dained in remedy of the faid grievances, that all fuch abbots 
and priors and their fucceffors and every of them, fo vexed 
in the faid courts, may make their attornies or attorney gencrai, 
that is to fay, every of them under the common feal of his 
houfe, to gain and lofe in every plea of debt and trefpafs, and 
other plea moved or to be moved in the faid courts, and in ail 
other courts within the faid wapentakes. And that the {tewards 
and bailiffs of the faid courts receive the faid attornies fo made 
and named without any contradiction. And if the fame ftew- 
ards or bailiffs refufe to receive any fuch attornies, fo made 
and named, or to be made and named, that then the faid 
ftewards and bailiffs at every time of fuch refufal of fuch at- 
tornies, fhall forfeit and incur the pain of x. li. to the King. 
And that the faid abbots and priors or their fucceffors in the 
faid counties nor in any of them, fhail be amerced for any 
nonfuit or default in none other manner than fecular perfons. 
And that this ordinance ftand in his force for all the year next 
coming, and till the parliament the fame year next enfuing : 
After the determination of which ftatute, becaufe that it was 
not ordained to endure but for a certain time now determined 
and paft, the mifchiefs and grievances aforefaid do remain yet 
mot remedied, and daily abound and increafe more than ever 
they did, and moreover the faid ftewards and bailiffs will now 
receive none other plea nor anfwer of the faid abbots and priors 
in the faid courts, but only to wage their law, to the intent 
that they ought of neceflity to appear before them in their 
proper perfons, to their great vexation and grievances : W here- 
fore the faid mifchiefs and grievances confidered, for the com- 
fort and reliet of the faid abbots and priors, and of other re- 
ligious perfons aforefaid, by the advice and affent of the faid 
lords fpiritual and temporal, and alfo at the fpecial requeft of 
the faid commons, it is ordained, That the faid ftatute, made 
the faid third year, be holden and obferved as good and effec- 
tual, as Jong as it fhall pleafe the King.

TEM, whereas by a ftatute it was ordained, That all the 
wools, woolfels, hides, lead and tin, and divers other mer- 


chandifes pafling out of the realm of England, the lands of Ire- 
land, #skales, and Berwick upon Tweed, ought to repair to the 
ftaple of Calais, and to none other place beyond the fea, to be 
fold under the governance of the mayor and conftables of the 
faid ftaple, upon certain pains contained in the faid ftatute, 
which pains be fo eafy and not doubted, that many take in cuf- 


tom 
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tom to carry, and do daily to be carried out of the realm and 
lands afcrefaid, by divers means and ways, a great iubitance of 
the wools, woolfels, hides, lead and tin, and other merchan- 
difes, which ought to repair to the faid ftaple, into Sroflznd and 
into Flanders, Holland, Zealand, and Brabant, without cuftom 
or other charge thereof paying, as is paid for wools repairing 
to Calais: and alfo by the faid wools and merchandifes fo car- 
ried to the faid parts, there cometh no money into this realm 
of England, nor the fame realm is increafed, nor the mint at 
Calais fuftained ; and moreover, the fame wools and merchan- 
difes be fold in the fame parts at fo little a price or value, 
that the merchants aliens be fo greatly enftored of the fame, 
that they come not to Calais to buy wools and woolfels, as they 
were accuftomed todo, to the great lofs and damage of our fo- 
vereign lord the King, and the univerfal damage of his realm, 
and great hindrance of the utterance of the commodities of the 
faid realm, repairing and being at the laid town of Ca/ais, 
as the fame our fovereign lord the King hath conceived at the 
grievous complaint of the merchants and commons of the realm 
in this prefent parliament affembled: our fovereign lord the 
King, confidering the grievous loffes and damages aforefaid, 
hath ordained, That the value of all fuch goods fo found carried 
or to be carried tothe faid parts, except thofe wools and wooifels, 
which by our fovereign lord the King be or fhall be licenced : 
if there be any they fhall be forfeit, whereof the fame our fove- 
reign lord the King fhall have the one half, and the perion 
that efpieth and proveth the fame, by the difcretion of the trea- 
furer and barons of the exchequer, fhall have the other half. And 
that every man have power by authority of the fame parliament, 
to make fuch fearch inevery place where it fhall be needful.

grievous complaint to him made by his faid commons in 
the fame parliament, hath conceived, that divers perfons of 
great poverty, without confcience and of an evil governance, 
now and late dwelling ina place fufpeéted, called the Stews, in 
the borough of Southwark, in the county of Surry, as well b 
the receipt of common women, thieves, mankillers, and adul- 
terers, as by murder and privy robberies, as well a themfelves 
as by many other there harboured without pity, loyalty, and 
good confcience there done, have fuddenly come to great riches, 
by which they have purchafed great livings of lands and tene- 
ments, to great yearly values: and becaufe of their fufficiency 
of freehold fo purchafed, they have been returned by the fheriff 
of the faid county and other bailiffs in inquefts, as well for 
felony and trefpafs between the King and the party, and party 
and party, as in aflizes and other pleas of land before the King’s 
juftices in his courts, and before the ftewards and marfhal of 
his houfe, whereby divers difheritances and wrongful condem- 
nations of many lawful lieges of our fovereign lord the King 
have been had, and many murderers and notorious thieves have 
been faved, great murders and robberies concealed and not 
punithed, and how the perfons fufpected inhabit them in com- 
mon hofteries and taverns in the highway of the fame borough, 
there receiving thieves, common women, and other mifdoers,

inade in the ports and creeks within the realm upon divers per- 
fons, which by fubtil imaginations and means do {hip wool and 
woolfels, and several other merchandifes which ought to repair 
to the ftaple of Calais, and them carry and convey to divers o- 
ther parts beyond the fea, without paying cuftom, againft the 
tenor of the ftatute thereof made and ordained, by the which 
means the cuftoms and fubfidies granted to the King be great- 
ly impaired and decayed: (2) 1t was ordained by the King and

TEM, forasmuch as great perjuries daily abound within the realm 
of England, more than were wint to be in times paft, by occafion 
of favourable arrays and panels made by the fheriffs and underfberiffs, 
with bave power to make or array Juch arrays or panels for money, 
and great rewards that they take for the Jame, whereby divers of the 
King’s liege people be difherited and hindered, and other put to great 
lofs of their goods and chattels, and Jome to great peril of their lives, 
againft right, good faith, and confcience : the King confidering the 
premiffes, and willing to avoid fuch perjuries, hath ordained and 
granted by authority aforefaid, That if any fheriff, underfheriff, 
or other, which have power to make and array fuch arrays and

cap. 2. touching the franfportation of corn being of cer- 
tain prices. 


| Lie whereas at the parliament holden at Wefiminffer, the 
xv. year of the reign of our faid fovereign lord the King 
that now is, for the common profit of ail the realm, and ef- 
pecially for the counties adjoining to the fea, it was ordained 
and ftablifhed in the form which followeth. Item, forafmuch 
as by the King itis ordained, That no man may carry or bring 
corn out of the realm, without the King’s licence, by caufe 
whereof farmers and other men, which ufe manuring of their 
Jand, may not fell their corn but at a low price, to the great 
damage of the realm. Our faid fovereign lord the King, wil- 
ling in this cafe to provide a remedy, hath ordained and fta-

rightfully made and wrought, in great deceit as well of de- 
nizens of the King as of the ftrangers repairing into this realm 
of England, which buy and ufe fuch merchandife, trufting that 
it fhall be within as it fheweth without, where, of truth it 
is contrary: And whereas worfted was fometime a good mer- 
chandife and greatly defired and loved in the parts beyond the 
fea, now becaufe that it is of falfe work and of falfe ftuff, no man 
thereof taketh regard which is great damage to the King’s 
cuftoms, to the great damage and prejudice of the King’s faithful 
- liege people: Our faid fovereign lord the King, willing againft fuch 
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damage and prejudice to provide a remedy in this behalf, hath 
ordained by the authority aforefaid, That men of the craft of

aflife x. yards in length largely, and two yards anda half in 
breadth, and cloths called monks cloths, xii. yards in length 
at the leaft, and five quarters in breadth, and cloths called canon 
cloths, five yards in length and vii. quarters in breadth, and 
cloths called cloths, vi. yards tn length and two yards in the 
breadth, and double wor fted x. yards in length, and five quar- 
ters in breadth largely, and hall done. vi. yards in length, 
and five quarters in breadth, and roll worfted, xxx. yards in 
length, and half a yard in breadth largely. And that no lambs 
wool, nor wool called pelt wool fhall be put in any of thefe 
worfteds. Ande-that the wardens of the faid craft for the time 
being, fhall have power and authority to feife all fuch cloths 
and ftuff fo found defective. And that the mayor of the faid 
city for the time being, fhall have power by the faid authority 
to enquire, hear, and determine as well at the King’s fuit as 
at the information of the faid wardens, of all them which do 
contrary to this ordinance within the faid city. And in like 
form the juftices of peace in the faid county out of the faid city,

wools and woolfels in the ftaple of Calais, and by the lon 
and ftraight continuance of the fame, great hinderance and 
decreafe have come to the King of great notable fums of his 
great cuftoms and fubfidies, as well in his realm of England, 
as at his town of Calais, as appeareth fufficiently of record in 
his exchequer, for the which the conimons of this realm have 
been oftentimes charged to their great damage, the King’s foldi- 
ers of Calais, and of the marches there, the worfe paid of their 
wages, the faid town and cattle of Calais not repaired, and that 
alfo the faid ftraight rule hath caufed many merchants ftrangers 
to labour to their lords of their party to make as grievous and 
ftraight fearch upon bullion coming to the King’s mint to 
Calais, fo that men of divers countries in conveyance of bul- 
lion have been greatly hindered, as well in their perfons 
as in their goods, fo that the faid mint is fallen in great decay, 
and may not be fuftained as it was inthe time of the reign of 
King Henry the Fifth, father to our faid fovereign lord the 
King that now is, and many year, before that the faid partition 
was firit ordained and made.

TEM, whereas in the lait parliament of the King holden at 
Wefiminfier, among other things it was enacted and granted 
by authority of the fame parliament, ‘I hat where there were di- 
vers perfons as well within the city of Norwich as in the coun- 
ty of Norfolk, which made falfe work of all manner of worfteds, 
not being of the aflife in length and breadth as they ought to be, 
and were of old time accuftomed, and the flaies and thread to 
that pertaining were falfly made and wrought, to the great de- 
ceit as well ot denizens as of ftrangers repairing to this realm, 
which ufe to buy fuch merchandifes, trufting that they be with- 
in as it appeareth outwardly, where of truth it was contrary : and 
where worfteds were fometime good merchandifes and greatly 
defired and loved in the parts beyond the fea, becaufe it was of 
falfe work and of falfe tuff, no man doth fet by the fame, to 
the great damage of the King’s cuftom, and great damage and 
prejudice to his faithful people, it was alfo ordained to the de- 
{traction of fuch defaults, That the men of the faid craft within 
the faid city fhould have power every year at the feait ot Pente- 
coff, to choofe four wardens within the faid city of the fame 
craft. And the fame wa:dens to have power to choofe other 
two men in the county out of the faid city, and alt the faid war- 
dens to come before the mayor of the faid city for the time 
being, the Monday after the day of Corpus Crifii then next en- 
fuing, and there to be fworn before the mayor, to make true 
and due fearch of all manner of woriteds, and of the ftuff per- 
taining to the fame, made or to be made within the faid city or 
county, and that every piece of worfted fhall be purfuin 
through ali the cloth of right work good and convenable ftufF, 
and that they fhall hold the length and breadth as the aflife 
hath been of old time accuftomed, that is to fay, beds of the 
greateft affife in length xiiii. yards largely, and in breadth ii. 
yards largely through the piece, and beds of the mean aflife xii 
yards in length, and in breadth through the piece ili yards, and 
and beds of the leaft affife x yards in leneth largely, and two 
yards and a half in breadth. And cloths called the monks 
cloths xii yards in length at the leaft and v quarters in breadth.

And that the wardens of the faid 
craft for the time being fhall have power and authority to feife 
ali fuch cloths and ftuff fo found defective, and that the mayor 
of the faid city for the time being have power to enquire, hear, 
and determine as well at the King’s fuit as at the information 
of the faid wardens, of all them that do contrary to the faid or- 
dinance within the faid city.

And alfo in like manner that the artificers of the fame 
craft, dwelling out of the faid city, that is to fay, in the county 
of Norfo/k, fhall have power every year at the feaft of Pentecoft 
to choofe four wardens within the faid county of the fame craft. 
And that the wardens in the faid county and city fhall be fworn 
before the mayor of the faid city, and the fteward of the dutchy 
of Lancafier within the faid county for the time being, if he be 
prefent within the faid city, or elfe before the mayor alone, the 
faid fteward being abfent at fuch time.

TEM, The King hath ordained by the authority aforefaid, 

- That every fervant of husbandry, purpofing to depart from 
his mafter at the end of his term, at the midit of his term or 
otherwife, make covenant before with another man to ferve him 
for the next year, if he be in fuch cafe as the law will compet 
him to ferve, and that the faid fervant and he, which fo fhall 
make cevenant with him at the midit of the faid term or before, 
{hall give warning to the matter of the faid fervant of the faid 
covenant fo newly made, fo that the fame mafter may provide 
another fervant againft the end of his term. And if any cove- 
nant with any fuch fervant be otherwife made, or that fuch 
warning in manner and form aforefaid be not had, that the fame 
covenant fhall be void, and that the fame fervant be compelled 
to ferve his firft mafter for the next year, except that a lawful 
caufe being of a later time require the contrary. And alfo that 
the falaries and wages of fervants, labourers and artificers, fhall 
not exceed the aflefling, that followeth, that is to fay, the wages 
of a bailitf of husbandry by year xxiii. s. mid. and clothing 
price of five fhillings with meat and drink, of a chief hind, a 
carter or chief fhepherd xx. s. and clothing price of ilii. s. with 
meat and drink, a common fervant of husbandry xv.s. and 
clothing price xl.d. a woman fervant ten fhillings, and cloth-

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ing price of iliii. s. with meat and drink, an infant within the 
age of fourteen years vi. s. and clothing price of iii. s. with meat 
and drink. ‘The fame form fhall be obferved of wages of fer- 
yants being with hoftlers, victualers, and artificcrs in city, 
borough and elfewhere. And that fuch as deferve lefs fhall 
take lefs. And alfo in places where lefs is ufed to be given, 
Jefs fhall be given from henceforth. And that from the feaft of 
Lafter, till the feaft of Saint Michael, the wages of any free ma- 
fon or mafter carpenter fhall not exceed ilii.d. by the day, with

Cr fovereign lord the King, at his parliament holden at St. 
Edmundsbury, in the feaft of St. Scola/?, that is to fay the 
x. day of February, the xxv. year of his reign, by the advice and 
affent of the lords fpiritual and temporal, and the commons of 
his realm in the faid parliament affembled, and by authority of 
the fame parliament, hath approved, ratified, and affirmed all 
manner of ftatutes made in any parliament againit Welchmen be- 
fore this time not repealed. And moreover hath ordained by 
the authority aforefaid, That all grants of franchifes, markets, 
fairs, and other liberties to buy or to fell, to bake or to brew, 
and to fell within the towns of North Fales, made to any /¥elch- 
man before this time, fhall be void and of no value. And that 
all the villains of our fovereign lord the King within North 
Wales {hall be bound and conftrained to do fuch labours and fer- 
vices, as they of right have ufed to do of old time, notwith- 
ftanding any grant made to them, or any ufage ufed by them 
of a later time to the contrary.

IRS T, forafmuch as a certain ordinance hath been prce- 

claimed, publifhed, and ftriétliy kept in the parts of Bra- 
bant, Holland, and Zealand, that no manner of woolen cloths, 
made in this realm of England, {hall not come in the faid parts, 
there to be fold in any wife, upon pain of forfeiture of the fame 
cloths, wherefore the King our fovereign lord, becaufe that it 
is exprefsly againft the truce and appointments made and taken 
betwixt his realms, lands and fubjects of the one party, and 
the lands which the duke of Burgoin doth hold and occupy 
of the other party, many times before this time hath made his 
letters of requeft to be written, and fent his meffage for due re- 
formation to be had in this behalf, whereof no due remedy is 
yet had, to the intolerable damage of all the commons of this 
realm, becaufe that many clothmakers, that is to fay, men, 
weavers, fullers and dyers, and women webtters, carders, fpin- 
ners, and other buyers and fellers of the fame, fuch as do know 
none other occupations, of very neceflity be conftrained for their 
living to do the fame occupations, and fome of them live idly, 
which provoketh them to fin and evil life: the King confider- 
ing the premifles, hath ordained by the authority aforefaid, 
That unlefs due continual reformation be made in the faid parts 
of Brabant, Holland and Zealand, of the faid ordinance, betwixt 
this and the feaft of St. Mickael next coming, fo that all manner 
of woolen cloths made in this realm of England may come and

ties and franchifes given to merchants thither repairing, after 
that many years came great revenues to him and to his fuccef- 
fors, as it appeareth of record in the King’s exchequer, that is 
to fay, in every year of his reign Ixviij.M.li. and more, and fo 
continued many years, at which time great riches came into 
this realm of E alata by the mean of merchants of the faid fta- 
ple then being many in number and of great riches, good juf- 
tice and law had betwixt party and party, and by them well exe- 
cuted, the faid town of Calats, and the marches were well repair- 
‘ed, and foldiers paid of their wages, although that maintenant 
by divers and many licences given by letters patents, and by 
mifufing of the faid licences in buying of wools and woolfels in 
other places than their licence containeth, in fhipping great 
number and weight, and colouring the fame by new contrived 
names, as morling and fhorling: and fome perfons which ac- 
cording to their licence ought to have carried their wools over 
the mountains, have fold the fame in Bralunt, and in other 
places, to fuch men which were wont to be accuftomed to buy 
their wools at the ftaple of Calais, and alfo by great ftealing out

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wools and woolfels, and other merchandifes, as they were wont 
to be, the merchants greatly minifhed as well in number as in 
goods, and not of power nor of comfort to buy the wools and 
woolfels, and other merchandifes as they have done of old time, 
the foldiers of Calais and of the marches there not paid of their 
wages, the town of Ca/ais by default of reparation, as well with- 
in the town-walls, towers and caftles, as without the town, of 
dykes, cliffs, fluices, banks, and other reparations, which fhould 
be made for defence of the town and of the water without, like- 
ly to be deftroyed (which God defend) except that remedy be 
haftily provided : our faid fovereign lord the King, confidering 
the premiffes, hath ordained and eftablifhed by authority afore- 
faid, That the mayor, conftables, and company of merchants 
of the ftaple of Calais for the time being, and their fucceffors 
for ever, may have and enjoy all their franchifes and liberties 
and every of them, and whole repair of all manner of merchan- 
difes to the faid ftaple, by the faid King or by his noble pre- 
genitors to them or to their predeceflors or any of them, by the 
authority of parliament granted or confirmed, not repealed nor 
excepted. And that the faid mayor, conftables, and their fuc- 
ceflors, may by themfelves or by their officers and minifters, 
do execution of all manner of things and matters, the know- 
ledge whereof to them pertaineth, as well within the town of 
Calais as without the town, in the precinét pertaining to the 
fame, called the Skyvynage, any commandinent, writing or any 
other thing made or to be made to the contrary notwithftand- 
ing. Provided always, That by this aét no man fhall be exclud- 
ed of his lawful fuit by writ of error, of any judgment given be- 
fore the faid mayor and conftables : nor the chancellor of Eng- 
land and the King’s council fhall not be excluded to redrefs the 
defaults of the faid mayor and conftables, after the form of the 
ftatute made the xxvii. year of the reign of King Edward the 
Third. And that no manner of licence for fhipping of wools 
and woolfels, or of tin granted io any perfon or pertons, fhall 
be effectual nor available to him or to them, to carry or bring 
any fuch wools, woolfels, or tin, out of this realm of England, 
Ireland, or Wales, to any other place than to the faid ftaple of 
Calais. And that all manner of Hcences by our faid fovereign 
lord the King, or any of his heirs or fucceffors, to any perfon 
or perfons to be granted of or for wools, woolfels, or tin, to be 
had, carried, or fhipped out of this realm of England, Ireland, 
or /Z'ules, or any other place than to the faid ftaple, fhall be 
void and of none effect. And that every perfon or perfons, 
which fhall accept, obtain, and put in execution any fuch li- 
cence, or he or they to whofe ufe any fuch hcence 1s or fhall 
be granted and had, and by them, or by any other by their 
agreement or confent put in execution, fhall be out of the 
King’s protection, and moreover, that it fhall be lawful to the 
faid mayor, conftables, and company of merchants of the faid 
ftaple, and to their fucceffors for ever, to have and purfue an 


action upon this ftatute againft every perfon or perfons, which

fhall offend contrary to this ordinance, and to have fuch pro- 
cefs in the fame as is provided in the Premunire facias, or fuch 
procefs as by the law is in an action of trefpafs done againft the 
King’s peace at their election.

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their fuit upon the fame be convict or attainted, that the fame fapl 


mayor, conitables, and company of merchants fhall have judg- 
ment to recover all the moveable goods and chattels, that any 
fuch perfon or perfons fo convict or attainted had, the day of 
putting in execution of any fuch licence, or at the time of the 
faid judgment given, or at any time betwixt the putting in exe- 
cution of any fuch licence, or at the time of the forefaid judg- 
ment given, or to the value thereof, at the election of the 
plaintiffs in the fame action : whereof the two parts of the goods 
and chattels fo recovered and had in execution, or the value 
thereof, fhall be employed for reparations of gutters, fluices, 
and banks at Calais aforefaid, by the furveying of the mafter of 
the faid works there for the time being, and the third part 
thereof fhall remain to the mayor, conftables, and company a- 
forefaid. Provided always, That the faid action be had and 
commenced within the county where fuch licence fhall be put 
in execution. And if any fuch licence be put in execution in 
Ireland or Wales, that then the fuit fhall be commenced in the 
county within Exgland next adjoining to the place where fuch 
licence fhall be put in execution in /reland or Wales. And-more- 
over, That every perfon or perfons, which fhall fhip, or bring 
or do to be fhipped or carried any wools, woolfels, or tin out 
of this realm, /reland, or Wales, by colour of any licence, or o- 
therwife, and them to put to fale in any other part or place out 
of the faid realm of England, Ireland, or Vales, than to the 
faid ftaple of Calais, unlefs the fhip, in which the faid wools, 
woolfe!s, or tin fhould be perifhed, and may not be brought to 
the faid ftaple, and thereof be attainted or convict at the fuit of 
the faid mayor, conftable and company of merchants of the faid 
ftaple, by fuch action and procefs grounded upon this act, as it 
is afore rehearfed, the fame'aétion to be taken in the county 
where the faid wools, woolfels, or tin be {hipped or carried out, 
that he {bah forfeit all his goods and chattels, to be employed 
and had in the form aforefaid. And if any wools, woolfels, or 
tin, from henceforth be carried or fhipped to be had out of 
this realm of England, Ireland, or Wales, to any other place out 
of England, Ireland, or Wales, than to the faid ftaple by force 
of any licence, that then it fhall be lawful to every perfon, be- 
ing the King’s liege-man, to feize the faid wools, woolfels, and 
tin, and them keep to his own ufe after fuch feizing. And that 
every cuftomer, comptroller, fearcher, and furveyor, which by 
his knowledge fhall fuffer or admit any wools, woolfels, or tin 
to be fhipped within any port, creek, haven, or any other place 
where they be officers, or any other port or place than to the 
faid ftaple as afore is faid, by force of any licence, or by colour 
thereof, by force of any writ or other commandment, in affirm- 
ing or approving of any fuch licence to them to be directed, or 
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willingly fuffer any fuch merchandifes to pafs out of this realm, 
not cuftomed or not weighed at the King’s beam, fuch of them 
which ought to be weighed, fhall incur the pain and forfeiture 
aforefaid. And he or they fhall be reputed and judged in like 
cafe, as he which executeth any fuch licence to any other place 
than to the faid ftaple, after that he thereof fhall be convict at 
the fuit of him which in this cafe will fue. And that it fhall be 
lawful to every perfon being the King’s fubjeéct and liege-man, 
that in fuch cafe will purfue, to have fuch action againft the faid 
cuftomers, comptrollers, fearchers, and furveyors, as is pro- 
vided againft fuch perfons which fhall put in execution any fuch 
licence, as afore is faid.

| eet Whereas at his parliament holden at Weftminffer the 
xxvii year of his reign, becaufe of a certain ordinance, had, 
proclaimed, publifhed and ftraightly kept in the parts of Bra- 
bant, Holland, and Zealand, that no manner of woolen cloths 
made in this realm fhould not come in the faid parts, there to 
be fold in any wife, upon pain of forfeiture of the fame cloths, 
wherefore our faid fovereign lord the King, becaufe that it was 
exprefsly againft the truce and appointment made and taken 
betwixt his realms, lands and fubjeéts of the one part, and the 
Jands which the duke of Burgcin holdeth and occupieth of the 
other part, many times before this time made his letters of re- 
queft to be written, and fent his meflage for due reformation to 
be had in this behalf, whereof no due remedy is yet had, to the 
intolerable damage of all the commons of this realm, becaufe 
that many clothmakers, that is to fay, men weavers, fullers, and 
diers, and women webfters, carders, and fpinners, and other 
buyers and fellers of the fare, fuch which know none other oc- 
cupation of very neceflity be conftrained for their living to do 
thefe occupations, and fome of them live idlely, which provoketh 
them to fin and evil life, and upon this confideration in the faid 
parliament the faid xxvii. year it was ordained, I hat unlefs due 
continual reformation were made in the faid parts of Brabant, 
Holland, and Zealand, of the faid ordinance, betwixt this time 
and the feaft of Saint Michael then next enfuing, fo that all 
manner of woolen cloths made in this realm may come and be 
accepted in the fame parts of: Brabant, Holland, and Zealand,

(3) And that 
no perfon or perfons fhall take horfe or cart in any place within 
this realm, but by the delivery of the mayor, fheriff, bailiffs or 
conftable where fuch taking fhall be had. (4) And if any fuch

Fr: Whereas divers mifruled perfons of the counties and 
feigniories royals in Wales, and of the dutchy of Lanca/ffer, in 
the faid parts daily take and ufe to take divers perfons, places 
and chattels in the faid counties, dutchy, and feigniories, by the 
name and under colour of diftrefs, where they have no manner 
of fee, feigniory, nor caufe to take fuch diftrefs, but feign fome 
actions and quarrels to grieve and deftroy the faithful people of

IRST, Whereas the falfe traitor Jobn Cade, naming himfelf 
Jobn Mortimer, late named captain of Kent, the vil. day of 
‘July, the xxviii year of the reign of our faid fovereign ford the King 
at Southwark in the county Qf Surry, and the ix. day of Fuly, the 
aforefaid year of the reign of our faid fovereign lord the King at 
Deptford and Rochefler in the county of Kent, alfo at the town of 
Rochefter aforefaid, and elfewhere, the x. and xi. day ot Juiy then 
next enfuing within the realm of Exg/and, falfely and traitorouily 
imagined the King’s death, deftruction and fubverfion of this 
realm, in gathering and levying a great number of the King’s 
people, and them exciting to make infurrection againft the King 
falfely and traitoroufly in the places aforefaid, at che times before 
recited, againft the King’s royalty, crown, and his dignity, and 
there and then made and levied war falfely and traitoroufly 
againft the King and his highnefs: and though he be dead and 
mifchieved, yet by the law of the land not punifhed: our faid 
fovereign lord the King confidering the premiffes, to put fuch 
traitors 
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traitors in fear in time coming, and for faving of himfelf and of 
his realm, by advice of the lords fpiritual and temporal in the 
faid parliament aflembled, and at the reque{t of his commons, 
hath ordained by the authority of the faid parliament, That he 
fhall be of thefe treafons attainted, and that by the fame autho- 
rity he thall forfeit to the King all his goods, lands, and tene- 
ments, rents, and poffeffions, which he had the faid eight day of 
“Tuly, or after, and his blood corrupt and difabled for ever, and 
to be called a falfe traitor within the faid realm for ever.

A confirmation of the ftatute of 2 Hen. V. ftat. 1. c. 6.

Li It is ordained and ftablifhed, ‘That the ftatute made 


the fecond year of the faid late victorious and noble King 
Henry, father to our fovereign lord the King that now is, of the 
breakers of truce and fafe comdud¢ts upon the main fea and other 
places, fhall bein his force and confirmed. Joining tothe fame, 
that the chancellor of Ezg/aud for the time being, calling to him 
one of the chief juftices of the one bench or of the other, fhall 
have like power as the confervators and other comimiffioners in 
the fame ftatute fpecified have: faving, where it is contained in 
the fame ftatute, that if he or they, upon whom complaints fhall 
be made, do not appear of a certain time, as is there contained, 
that then a Capias and exigend fhall be awarded againft him or 
them, upon whom fuch complaint is made, as well to the fhe- 
riff of the county, of the which they be fuppofed to be, as to the 
 fheriff of the faid county, where the faid complaint {hall be made: 
it is ordained in this prefent parliament, That he fhall award a writ 
of Capias to the fheriff of every of the faid counties, command- 
ing him upon pain of a hundred pounds to make open procla- 
mation in the five counties continually, that the party or parties, 
upon whom he hath complained fhall appear at a certain day 
contained in the fame writ, before the faid chancellor, if the 
complaint of the premiffes be made before him after the form 
contained in the faid ftatute.

adjourned to Weffmin/ter till the xiiij. day of February, a fubfidy 
called poundage, was granted to the faid King, that is to fay, of 
all manner of merchandife of every merchant denizen and alien, 
as well of merchants of mo and Almaine, as of any other mer- 
chant alien, carried out of this realm, or brought into the fame 
by way of merchandife, of the value of every xx s. xiid. to have 
to him at the third day of April next coming for term of his life 
natural, with a certain exception in the fame grant fpecified, by 
force of which act the King’s fubjeéts merchants denizens of 
this realm, fhall be chargeable to pay to the King xiid. of the 
value of xxs. of all their woolen cloths pafling out of the fame,

A remedy for feveral extortions committed by the officers of the 


excheg Gtr Exchequer. 
TEM, whereas divers officers in the King’s exchequer, do 
take wages and fees of the King, for themfelves and their 
clerks, for execution of their offices in the faid exchequer, that 
notwithftanding the faid officers and their clerks do take of fhe- 
riffs, efcheators, and all other accomptants in the faid exchequer, 
great and exceflive gifts, fees and rewards, for execution of their 
offices, againft all reafon and confcience ; and will not execute 
their offices for delivering of the faid accomptants, till they have 
fuch excefiive fees, gifts and rewards, which caufeth fheriffs, 
efchcators, and other accomptants to take by extortion exceflive 
fees, gifts, and rewards of the King’s liege people in the coun- 
ties where their offices be, to the great damage and deftruction 

of all the faid accomptants, and all the people aforefaid. And Extortion. 
whereas it doth pertain to divers officers in the faid exchequer, 
by reafon of the fees and wages, which they take of the Kingto 
x 4 enter 
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enter pleas, as well betwixt the King and the party, as betwixt 
party and party, and pardons, writs of allowance, judgments, 
and other entries, without fees, gifts, or rewards; and the fame 
officers and every of them notwithitanding their faid fees and 
wages, will not enter any plea, though it contain but half a roll, 
except they for the faid entry have xxvj. fhillings, viij. pence, 
xx. {hillings, or xiij. fhillings, iiij- pence at the leaft, and for the 
entry of allowance or every pardon and writ, which they or any 
of them do enter, of whatfoever fhortnefs that it be xs. And 
moreover, the chief clerk of every of the faid officers taketh 
for his labour, as well of every of the faid parties accomptants, 
as amounteth tothe third part of that, that his mafter did take, 
which gifts and rewards of fome accomptants amounteth to the 
fum of twenty marks, of fome ten pound, and ten marks at the 
leaft, to the great damage, oppreflion, and undoing of the faid 
people. And alfo whereas divers fpecial commillions be direct- 
ed to divers juftices of peace, and alio to other in every county 
of England, for the deliverance of felons and other caufes, by 
virtue of which commiffiens the juftices fo affigned, fometime do 
fit and deliver felons, and fometime fuch commiffion is not de- 
livered. And that notwithftanding, fome of the faid officers, 
by virtue of their offices will make diftrefs againft fuch commiuf- 
fioners, returnable at a certain day, to return their commiiffion 
with all iffues forfeit, to be returned, at which day though fome 
of the faid commiflioners do appear, and for their excufe do make 
an oath (asthe law will) that they have fitten and delivered the 
prifoners according to the form of the commitfion, or otherwife, 
that no fuch commiffion came to their hands, in which cafe 
they be in the law difcharged, yet this notwithftanding the faid 
officers will write new diftreffes againtt the faid commiflioners to 
diftrain them: and fo infinitely, till the faid commiuffioners 
have made a fine at their will. Our faid fovereign lord the 
King confidering the premiffes, at thesaffent of the lords fpiri- 
tual and temporal, and at the fpecial requeft of the faid com- 
mons, and by authority of this parliament, hath ordained and 
fiablithed, That every officer of the faid exchequer, which ta- 
keth any fees or wages of the King for execution of his office, 
ihal] deliver all the accomptants in the faid exchequer, in that 
that to his office appertaineth, in a convenient time. And 
that they nor none of them, nornone of their clerks, take any 
gifts, fees, rewards, promife or furety for any thing, which they 
thall do in their faid office for any accomptants, except the faid 
fees and wages which he taketh of the King for the execution 
of hisoffice. Saving always, That every of the faid officers, to 
whom it pertaineth by reafon of his office to enter pleas, par- 
dons, writs of allowance, and judgments, may take for the en- 
tring of ,the plea, pardon, writ, record, or judgment, that 
containcth half a roll, according to the length and breadth of old 
times, ufcd in the faid exchequer, two fhillings, and no more. 
And for the fame plea, writ, pardon, record, orjudgment, that 


containeth a whole roll, iv. fhillings and no more. And for the 
| | fame 
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fame plea, pardon, writ, record, or judgment, which containcth 
lefs than half a roll, xx. pence. And for the fame plea, pardon, 
writ, record, or judgment, which containeth more, after the 
rate and quantity. And that none of the faid officers, northeir 
clerks, take any fees nor wages, nor other profit, of any collec- 
tors of difmies or guinfimes, granted or hercatter to be granted to 
our fovereign lord the King. And that fuch officers in th> faid 
exchequer, which have power to write by reafon of their othces, 
diftrefles againft the King’s juftices of peace, or any other com- 
miffioners, to bring their eftreats, they nor none of their clerks, 
after that that the faid juftices or commrffioners fhall make 
due excufe (as before is rehearfed) or bring into the court their 
eftreats, fhall make no new diftrefs nor other procefs ägainft the 
faid juitices or commiflioners, which fo have excufed them, or 
brought in their eftreats. And if any of the faid officers, or 
any of their clerks, do contrary to any of the articles arore re- 
hearfed, that then they, and every of them {hall lole xx. li. as 
often as they fhall be found thereof defective, and our faid fove- 
reign lord the King fhall have the one half of the faid xx. li. fo 
forfeit, and fuch perfon or perfons that will purfue, the other 
half. And the fame fuit fhall be taken, holden and determin- 
ed by action of debt before the barons of the faid exchequer, or 
elfe before the juftices of the common bench, againft any officer, 
or clerks of the faid exchequer, that doth or taketh contrary to 
the faid ordinance, any privilege or cuftom of the faid exche- 
quer notwithftanding. And that the fame procefs be had in this 
action before the faid juftices, as is had in an action of debt up- 
on an obligation at the common law; except that none officer, 
which hath any office in inheritance, in fee, be excluded in the 
faid exchequer to take the fees, which of old times were lawful- 
ly due and pertaining to his office, and no more. Saving always, 
That the faid officers of our fovereign lord the King, and their 
clerks may take a reafonable reward for their fearches and co- 
pies made by them in the faid exchequer of any record, at the 
{uit of any of the King’s liege people, notwithitanding the faid 
ordinance. Neverthelefs the King would, That by advice of 
his council fuch direétion be taken in this behalf betwixt this 
time and the feaft of St. Michael next enfuing, as fhall feem rea- 
fonable.

TEM, whereas it is fhewed to our fovereign lord the King in 
his faid parliament, by the grievous complaint of the filk- 
women and fpinners of the myftery and occupation of filk- 
working, within the city of London, how that divers Lombards 
and other ftrangers, imagining to deftroy the {faid myftery, 
and all fuch virtuous occupations of women in the faid realm, 
to enrich themfelves, and to encreafe them and fuch occupati- 
ons in other ftrange lands, have brought and daily go about to 
bring into the faid realm fuch filk fo made, wrought, twined, 
ribbands, and chains falfly and deceitfully wrought, all manner 
girdels and other things concerning the faid myttery and occu- 
pation, in no manner wife bringing any good filk unwrought, 
as they were wont to bring heretofore, to the final deftruction of 
the faid myfteries and occupations, unlefs it be the more haftily 
remedied by the King’s Majefty. For reformation whereof the 
fame our fovereign lord the tune, by the authority aforefaid, 
will and hath ordained and eftablifhed, That if any Lombard, or 
any other perfon ftranger or denizen, bring or caufe to be 
brought by way of merchandife any wrought filk,twinedribbands 
and chains, girdels of filk, or any other thing touching and con- 
cerning the myftery af filk-women (girdels which come from 
Genoa only except) into any port or place of the faid realm from 
beyond the fea, That the fame wrought filk, twined ribbands, 
chains, girdels, and other things fo brought and wrought con- 
cerning the fame myfteries, fhall be forfeit. Alfo, “hat every 
Lombard, and other ftranger and denizen, which doth contrary 
to this ordinance, as often as he fo doth, fhall forfeit twenty 
pounds, the one half thereof to be levied and had ta the ufe and 
expences of the King’s houle, and the other half to that perfon 
that will fue for the fame. Andthat it fhall be lawful to every 
of the Kings hege pecple, to have and maintain an action or 
actions of debt at eveiy time, as well for the fame forfeiture of 
twenty pounds, as for the thing fo forfeit, and the fame procefs 
to lie therein as in an action of debt at the commen law: in 
which fuit no protection nor effoin {hall be allowed.

Certain privileges granted to the abbot of Fountain in the 
county of York. 


TEM, whereas in the faid parliament it waslamentably fhewed 

by the abbot and covent of the monattery of our lady or 
Fontains in the county of York, of that that whereas they and 
their predeceflors of no little time againft confcience have been 
grievoutly difturbed and vexed without caule by feigned actions, 
and daily be ii: divers courts, wapentakes and other court barons, 
to the number of xx. and above, within the faid county of York, 
and the county of Cumberland, and in the county of the city of 
York, within which counties the fubftance of the poffeflions of 
the faid monattery lieth, as well by the procuracy and excitati- 
on of the bailiffs, ftewards, and officers of the faid courts, and al- 
fo the farmers of the faid courts, wapentakes, and court barons, 
for their fingular lucre and profit, as by other malicious and 
evil difpofed perfons, complaining againft the fame abbot, and 
covent, feigning and affirming in divers of their courts, wapen- 
takes, and court barons, at fome one court CCC. feveral plaints 
or more: and though the common law of England require, that 
every perfon fued for any caufe, in which fuithe ought to be ad- 
mitted to wage his law, that fuch perfon fo fued fhould wage his 
Jaw by his fufñhcient attorney having authority thereunto: and 
this notwithftanding the predeceffors of the faid now abbot and 
other abbots and priors in the faid counties, might in no wife be 
received by fuch bailifs, ftewards, and officers, to wage their 
law by their attornies in fuch courts and wapentakes till for the 
fame grief and complaint had jin this party by authority ofthe 
parliament it was ordained that all abbots, and priors, and other 
religious of England, and their fucceflors, in fuch cafes by their 
general attornies or attorney in every hundred or wapentake 
within the realm of Engiand, every of them under their common 
feal, feverally fhould plead in fuch courts fuch pleas as in the 
law were pleadable and allowable. And, That every bailiff and 
{teward for the time being within the faid courts, fhould receive 
fuch attornies without amercing any fuch abbots, priors, and 
religious or any of them, upon pain of forfeiture of x. li. Yet 
this notwithftanding when the faid abbot byhis attorney 
fhould wage his law in the faid plaints in fuch feveral courts, 
then the faid bailiffs, flewards, anc officers, ottentimes for their 
fingular lucre, and by covin had betwixt them and the faid 
malicious people affirimine the fai paints, have prefixed to the 
{aid abbot a day to do his law in every of the faid feveral courts 
and 
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and wapentakes together at one day and at feveral places, every 
place being fo far from other, that the faid abbot in no wite 
might appear and come to do his law in his proper perfon, as the 
law requireth: and fo he by fuch caufe in divers courts and wa- 
pentakes was often in the aid plaints condemned, and in divers 
of the fame amerced, fome year in an hundred marks, and fome 
year more, and at the leaft in xl. li. where neither bylaw nor by 
confcience any caufe of action was had: which Jabours, cofts, 
and vexations of likelihood fhould continue and increafe to the 
importable damage of the faid houfe, and of the abbot and co- 
vent aforefaid, unlefs fome gracious remedy in this behalf be 
provided in this faid parliament for the faid monaftery: our 
faid fovereign lord the King, confidering the premifies, of the 
advice, affent and authority aforefaid, hath eranted, ordained, 
and eftablifhed, That the fame abbot, and his fucceffors, a- 
gainft whom any quarrel or plaint is or hereafter {hall be taken 
or attempted in any of the faid courts or wapentakes, may wage 
their law by their attorney or attornies of the matters con- 
tained or to be contained in every fuch plaint, where the law per- 
mitteth them foto do. And, That they (their law fo waged) 
may do their law by a monk of the fame place, with other per-

And moreover becaute that 
daily great deceit is done in the winding, wrapping and making 
fleeces of wool within this realm, by the owners of the fame 
wool, by putting in the fame fleeces locks of wool, and pieces 
of worfe wool than the fleece is, and alfo putting in the fame 
fleeces tarr, fttones,fand, grafs, ordirt, to the great damage of the 
buyer of the fame wool within this realm of England, and to the 
great reproof and damage of the merchantsof this realm of Eng- 
land, which carry the fame wools out of the faid realm: our ío- 
vereign lord the King hath ordained and eftablifhed by au- 
thority aforefaid, That every perfon within this realm of Eug-

TEM, it was fhewed in this prefent parliament to our fove- 
reign lord the King, and to the lords of the parliament, by 
the filk-women, and fpinfters of filk within the city of London, 
That divers Lombards and other aliens ftrangers, imagining to 
deftroy their crafts and all fuch virtuous occupations for wo- 
men within this land, tothe intent to enrich themfelves, and to 
put fuch occupations into other lands, daily bringing into this

And that it be lawful to every perfon or perfons of the King’s 
liege people to have and maintain an aétron or actions of debt 
at every time, as well for the fame forfeiture of the faid ten 
pound, as for the thing fo forfeit: and procefs of outlawry in 
the fame and ah other proceffes as in an action of debt at the 
common law, and that in the fame no protection nor efloin to 
be allowed. And that the mayor of the faid city then for the 
time being, have fufficient power and authority to afhgn two, 
three, or four fufficient and credible men of the fame city by 
his difcretion, to be fworn upon a book to make due fearch 
within the fame city and the liberty thereof, as often as tothem 
fhall feem expedient of all things had or done contrary to the 
premiffes. And they to make due relation to the mayor and al- 
dermen of the faid city for the time being, for more plain intor- 
mation in this behalf to our faid fovereign lord the King, and 
to thofe perfons which will fue for the fame. And that this 
faid ordinance abide and be in hi, force and take eflect a 
ca 
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feaft of Saint Peter called Ad vincula next coming.

realm, as well of men as of women, fo that none of them ought 
to ule or wear any inordinate and exceflive apparel, but only 
according to their degrees : which ftatutes and ordinances not- 
withftanding, for default of punifhment and putting them in 
due execution, the commons of the faid realm, as well men as 
women, have worn and daily do wear exceflive and inordinate 
array and apparel, to the great difpleafure of God, and impo- 
verifhing of this realm of England, and to the enriching of other 
itrange realms and countries, to the final deftruction of the huf- 
bandry of this faid realm: our faid fovereign lord the King, b 

the advice and affent of the faid lords, and at the fpecial reque 

of the faid commons affembled in the faid parliament, and by 
authority of the fame, hath ordained and eftablifhed, That 
no Knight, under the eftate of a lord, other than Jords children, 
nor no wite of fuch knight, from the feaft of the purification of 
our lady, which fhall be in the year of our Lord God one thou- 
fand four hundred fixty five fhall wear any manner cloth of 
gold, or any corfes wrought with gold, or any furr of fables.

cloth of filk refembling to the fame: or any corfes wrought like 
to velvet or fatin branched, or any furr of ermine, upon pain 
to forfeit for every default ten marks to the King’s ufe. And 
that no efquire nor gentleman, nor none other under the de- 
grees above rehearfed, fhall wear from the faid feaft any damafk 
or fatin except the menial efquires, fergeants officers of the

. was fo ufed, Calais was in great furety, and this land, as to 


the commodities of the fame, in great profperity, till now of 
late that by ftrange and finifter means, many and divers licences 
of wools and woolfels have been granted and executed, as well 
in the King’s name as otherwife : and have paffed into the parts 
beyond the fea, to other places than to the faid ftaple, and fold 
to the fame perfons, which were accuftomed to come to the 
faid ftaple to buy wools and woolfels : and alfo divers perfons 
have much ufed to fhip wools and woolfels out of this realm, 
fome privily by night, and fome openly by force, without 
paying therefore to the King any cuftom or fubfidy, and carry 
the fame to other places than to the faid ftaple, and fold them 
to fuch perfons as were accuitomed to buy wools and woolfels 
at the faid ftaple, by which undue means, great damage and 
inconvenience hath grown to our faid fovereign lord the King 
and this his realm, and to the fafeguard of the faid town and 
marches of the fame : Our faid fovereign lord the King, con- 
fidering the premifies, by the advice, aflent, requeft and au- 
thority aforefaid, doth grant, ordain, and eftablifh, That wools 
and woolfels, morling and fhorling, that fhail be fhipped ta 
pafs out of this realm, after the feaft of Eaffer, which fhall be 
in the year of our Lord, M.cccc.lxv, fhall be fhipped at the 
towns of fuch ports wherein the King hath his beam, his 
weights, and collectors of the cuftom to ferve and deliver the 
merchants, that is to fay, at the town of Poole, Southampton, 
Chichefter, Sandwich, London, Ipfwich, Bofton, Hull, Lynn, and 
in none other place, creek or port, the wools and woolfels to be 
{hipped in galleys and carraks, and in none other veffel, to pafs 
out of this realm by the ftreits of Marrocke foreprifed and ex- 
cept. And that by the fame authority every perfon, that fo 
fhall fhip or caufe to be fhipped out of this realm, any wools, 
woolfels, morling or fhorling, after the faid feaft, upon the 
fhipping of them, and before that they pafs out of any of the 
{faid towns, where they ihalli be fhipped, fhall find fufficient 
furety to the King, and to the collectors of his cuftom there 
for the time being, that the fame wools, woolfels, fhorling and 
morling, fhall pafs to Calais, and to none other place, without 
fraud or collufion. And alfo by the fame authority it is or- 
dained, That every perfon which fo fhall fhip wools, woolfels, 
fhorling and morling to Calais, fhall bring within twelve months 
next following, fuch fhipping into the King’s exchequer, there 
to be entered of record, a certificate of him, which is, or for 
the time fhall be called the King’s cuftomer, at the port there, 
teftifying the coming of all fuch fhips with wools, woolfels, 
morling and fhorling to Calais.

| Rooney forafmuch as a certain declaration and ordinance, in Duke of Bur- 
form of a ftatute, evermore to endure, and never to be re- gundy, 
pealed, and proclamations of the fame were late made by the Woolen 
duke of Burgundy in the parts of Brabant, Holland, Zealand, and <leths and 
other feigniories, that from that time forth all manner woolen 7 HI ce 
cloths and woolen yarn made and wrought in the realm of Eng- 23 H. 6. C. 1. 
lend fhould be banifhed out of the lands of the faid duke, that is | 
to fay, Burguady, Lofrike, Brabant and Lunebureh, Flanders, Ar- 
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tois, Henault, Holland, Zealand, Namur, the marquifhip of the 
holy empire, Friefland, Malynes, the lands beyond the river of 
Maefe, and generally out of all his other lands and feigniories : 
fo that after the faid proclamation, no fuch cloth or yarn fhould 
be bought, fold, or diftributed there. And if after the fame 
time any fuch cloth or yarn fhould be there found, that the 
fame fhould be burnt as a thing banned; with certain other 
{trait punifhments fpecified in the fame proclamations and or- 
dinances : whereby, by all likelihood, the makers of woolen 
cloths within this realm of England, as weavers, fullers, dyers, 
fpinners, carders, and winders of yarn, and other perfons ex-

next after proclamation made upon this ordinance within the 
city of London, upon pain of forfeiture of the faid goods and 
merchandifes: the one half thereof to the King, and the other 
half to him that fhall firft feife any fuch goods or merchandifes. 
And that open proclamation of this ordinance be made before 
the eighteenth day of March, which fhall be in the faid pe of 
our Lord M.cccc.lxiiii. within the city of London, and other 
neceffary places and convenient. And if it happen any fuit or 
action to be taken and fued by the occafion of any fuch feifin, 
wherein any iffue concerning this ordinance fhall be taken :

TEM, our faid fovereign lord the King remembering that 
where by the ftatute made in the parliament holden in the 
fifth year cf Henry the Fourth late in deed and not of right king 
of England, it was ordained and ftablifhed by authority of the 
fame parliament amongit other things, That all the cuftomers 
and comptrollers in all ports of this realm, fhould take fufficient 
furety for all manner merchandifes brought by merchants 
aliens and ftrangers, coming and repairing to the faid ports, to 
the intent that the money taken for the faid merchandifes fhould 
be employed upon the commodities of this realm, faving their 
reafonable cofts, as in the fame ftatuteis contained more at the 
full. And that becaufe the faid merchants ftrangers have not 
knowledge of the fufficient perfons within this realm, which 
{hall be bound for them, fo that they cannot oftentimes find to 
the intent atorcfaid fuch furety: and alfo becaufe that the 
faid cuftomers and comptrollers have no manner of power nor 
authority after the employment performed and made, to rebail 
the faid fureties tothe merchants : wherefore the faid merchants 
would rather depart, and hereafter not to repair into this realm 
with any merchandifes, than to find any fuch fureties, in di-

TEM, our fovereign lord the King, by the advice of his 
lords fpiritual and temporal, and at the prayer of the faid 
commons in the faid parliament affembled, and by autho- 
rity of the fame, hath ordained and ftablifhed, That no perfon 
cordwainer or cobler within the city of London, or within three 
miles of any part of the fame city, be he within franchife or 
without, do to be made after the feaft of Ea/fer, which fhall be 
in the year of our Lord one thoufand four hundred fixty five, 
any fhoes, galoches, or hufeaus with any pike or poleyn, that 
{hall pafs the length of two inches, which fhal! be judged by 
the wardens or governors of the fame myftery within the faid 
city, and three miles of hays part of the fame, or upon an 
Sunday in the year, or in the feafts of the Nativity or A/cenfion of 
our Lord, or in the feaft of Corpus Chrifli, {hall fell or command 
or do to be fold any fhoes, hufeaus, or galoches, or upon the 
Sunday, or any of the faid feaits, {hall fet or put upon the feet 
or legs of any perfon, any fhoes, hufeaus, or galoches, upon 
pain of forfeiture and lofs of xxs. fterling, as often and when 
any perfon fhall do the contrary of this ordinance or any part 
of the fame. W hereof vis. vilid. {hall be had to the King’s 
ufe; and vis. vitid. to the ufe of the governors of the myfter 
of coruwainers, and the other vis. viiid. refidue of the faid 
xxs. to the ufe of him that fhall find, difcover, and prove the 
breaking of this ordinance.

Eo M, The company of the myftery of patten-makers of 
the city of London, piteoufly complaining, fhewed in the 
parliament, of the grievous hurt, lofs and damage, which other 
períons in times paft of the fame occupation now dead, and 
they, long time have borne and fuftained, and hereafter be likely 
to bear and fuftain, by reafon of a ftatute made in the time of 
Henry the Fifth, late king of England in deed and not of right, 
by authority of this parliament holden in the fourth year of 
his reign, by which ftatute it was ordained and eftablifhed, That 
patten-makers within the realm of England from that time forth, 
fhould make no pattens nor clogs of timber called afp, upon pain 
to pay to the King C.s. for every default. And that every 
períon, which would fue for the King fhould have the one 
half of the pain fo forfeit: fo that the fletchers throughout the 
realm, might fell their fhafts at more eafy and reafonable price 
than they were wont to fell, as in the faid ftatute more fully is 
contained.

times have been, and yet be all manner people of the crafts 
and occupations of turners, carpenters, woodmongers, and cole- 
makers, which do occupy expend and wafte yearly in their oc- 
cupations a great quantity of all manner timber of afp, as well 
fuch afp timber as would ferve to make fhafts thereof, as that 
that would not ferve for the fame, and no reftraint is made 
tor them or any of them to the contrary, and very much afp 
timber there is, which will in no wife ferve the fletchers to 
make thereof fhafts, which is as fufficient able and convenient 
to be made in pattens and clogs, as is the remnant of the faid 
timber to be made in fhafts: and the faid patten-makers durft 
not occupy any part of the faid timber, nor one nor other, for 
fear of forfeiture, of the faid pain contained in the faid ftatute, 
which 
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which is great damage to the faid patten-makers, and none ad- 
vantage to the faid fletchers, and the common people through- 
out the realm thereby greatly difeafed: Wherefore our fovereign 
lord the King, confidering the premifiess by the advice and affent 
of the lords fpiritual and temporal, and at the requeit of the 
faid commons, hath ordained that from henceforth at all times 
it fhall be lawful to the patten-makers of this realm, to make 
pattens of fuch timber of afp, that is not apt, fufficient nor con- 
venient to be made in fhafts, and that for the common wealth. 
And that as often as any patten-maker, after the feaft of Æa/?er, 
which fhall be in the year of our Lord God 1465. fhall make 
any pattens or clogs of fuch part of afp timber, that fhall be 
able and fufficient to be made in fhafts, fhall forfeit for every 
time forty fhillings, the one hali thereof to the King, and the 
other half to him that will fue in this behalf.

What perfons fhall take paflage or land at Dover in Kent 
only, and who not. 

TEM, whereas by the noble King Edward the Third, pro- 
genitor of our fovereign lord the King that now is, after the 
conqueft of the town of Calais, in his parliament holden in the 
ninth year of his reign, in relief and comfort of the town of 
Dover, one of the towns of the five ports in the county of Kent, 
did ordain that no merchant, pilgrim, nor none other perfon or 
perfons, horfe or beaft, fhould take any paflage towards the 
town of Calais, from any port or place within the county of 
Kent, but only from the port of the faid town of Dover. And 
allo that no merchant, pilgrim, nor none other perfon 
or perf-ns, horfe, or beaft, fhould come from Calais into any 
port of Kent, but only to the port of the faid town of Dover, 
except foldiers and merchants coming and going with their 
fhips freighted with merchandifes, unlefs it were by the 
King’s commandment, or otherwife that they were driven or 
compelled to take fome other place or port by tempeft. Alfo it 
was ordained and eftablifhed by the authority of another par- 
liamént, holden in the xiii. year of the noble King Richard the 
Second, after the conqueft, That all paffage fhould be kept at 
the faid town of Dover in the manner and form before reheari- 
ed, and in none other place within the faid county of Kent, as 
there hath been ufed and accuftomed by reafon of the premif- 
fes, till now late, that notwithftanding divers pilgrims and 
merchants and other perfons, which be no foldiers, with hor- 
fes and other beafts, of late time have ufed commonly to take 
their pañlage towards the faid town of Calais, at divers ports 
and places in the fame county of Kent: and to come from Ca- 
Jais into Kent at divers ports and places in the fame, other than 
in the faid port of Dover, contrary to the grants and ordinan- 
ces aforefaid, to the great damage, impoverifhment, and defo- 
lation of the fame town, and likely by continuance to be the 
caufe of jeopardy and lofs of the fame town, caftle, and the 
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country adjoining. Our faid fovereign lord the King, the pre- 
miffes confidered, and how the faid town is fet in the uttermoft 
part of this realm next to his enemies, and hath no mean of 
comfort nor relief, but only by mean of the faid paffage, hath 
ordained, eftablifhed and enaéted by the advice, affent, and au- 
thority aforefaid, That no pilgrim, merchant, nor none other 
perfon or perfons, horfe or beaít, except foldiers, and merchants 
with their merchandifes, in the manner and form before reci- 
ted, fhall from henceforth take their paffage at none other place 
or port within the county of Keat, but only at the faid port or 
town of Dover, if they may there have fufficient paflage and 
fhipping. And alfo that no pilgrim, merchant, nor none other 
perfon or perfons, horfe or beaft, fhall come from Calais to any 
port or other place within the faid county of Keat, but only to 
the port of the faid town of Dover, except foldiers and mer- 
chants withtheir merchandifes, unlefs they have and fhew the 
King’s commandment in writing fo to do, or elfe be compelled 
and driven to fome other place or port by fudden tempeft. And 
that every perfon, of what eflate degree or condition he 
be, which voluntarily doth againft this act or ordinance, fhall 
forfeit for every time that he fo doth, five marks: our fovereign 
lord the King to have the one half, to be employed upon the 
reparation of the caftle of Dover, by the furveying of the con- 
ftable or his lieutenant there, the other half to that perfon or 
perfons of the faid town or caftle, being a freeman of the faid 
town of Dover, that will commence or fue an action thereof 
againft the offender. And that every perfon or perfons of the 
faid town or caftle, freeman of the faid town of Dover, ma 
in his own name, have againft every perfon that willingly of- 
fendeth this ftatute, a general action of debt of the faid fum of 
five marks, and declare efpecially upon the fame aét or ordi- 
mance. And that procefs of outlawry and all other proceffes 
and determination fhall be had in the faid action, as is had and 
ufed in other general actions of debt. And alfo the matter of 
every fhip and veffel, which willingly contrary to this act doth 
convey to any place or places any pilgrim, merchant, or other 
perfon or perfons, horfe or beaït, fhall likewife forfeit at every 
time that he fo doth, five marks, in the manner and form 
aforefaid to be fued, had, recovered, levied, and employed.

fons in great number, having no dread of the faid pains and 
forfeitures, do daily offend againft the form of the tame: by the 
advice 
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advice and affent of the lords fpiritual and temporal, and at the 
prayer of the commons of this realm, being in the faid parlia- 
ment, and by authority of the fame, hath ordained and eftablifh- 
ed, that all flatutes and ordinances made before this time againft 
any perfons for giving or receiving of liveries and badges, {hall 
be fully obferved and kept. And moreover, that no perfon, of 
what eftate, degree or condition that he be, by himfelf or any 
other for him, from the feaft of the nativity of Saint ohn Baptift, 
which fhall be in the year of our Lord God, M.©CCCC.I xviii. 
fhall give any fuch livery or badge, or retain any perfon other 
than his menial fervant, officer, or learned man in the one law 
or the other, by any writing, oath, or promife, andif any dothe 
contrary, that then he fhall run in pain and forfeiture for every 
fuch livery or badge, giving a C. s. and the retainer or taker of 
fuch oath, writing or promife, or retainer by indenture, for 
every fuch retaining or taking of any fuch oath or promife or 
retaining by indenture, fhall imcur the pain and forfeiture of one 
hundred fhillings for every month that any fuch perfon is fo 
retained with him, by oath writing, indenture, or promife. 
And alfo that every perfon fo retained, by writing, indenture, 
oath, or promife, for every fuch month that he is fo retained, 
fhall forfeit and lofe one hundred fhillings. And moreover the 
King, by the advice, affent, and authority aforefaid, hath or- 
dained and eftablifhed, That as well before the King in his 
bench, as before the juftices of the common place, Jjuftices of 
peace in their feffions, juftices of Oyer and Terminer, and gaol 
delivery ; the King’s juftices in his counties palatine of Lan- 
or iaa and Chefer, for the time being, in every of thofe the 
ing’s courts aforefaid, before them or any of them; and in 
the regalty and court of the archbifhop of York in Lexham/fbhire 
before the juftices there: and in the court of the bifhop of 
Durham, in the county palatine of Durham, before the juftices 
there, every perfon that will fue or complain againit any perfon 
or perfons offending or doing againft the form of this ordinance, 
or any other of the premifles : fhall be admitted by the difcre- 
tion of the judges in every of the faid courts, to give information 
for the King therein, of any of the premiffes within the jurifdic- 
tion of every of the faid courts done or committed. And every 
fuch informer, if he will, fhall be admitted to fue for the King 
and himfelf, action for aétion upon the fame by information to 
be given or made in any, of the faid courts, againft as many fuch 
offenders in one bill or information to be named as liketh him, 
which fo informeth. And this information fo given fhall ftand 
and be inftead of a bill, or original writ. And that thereupon 
all fuch procefs fhall be had and made, as is had and made upon 
an original writ of trefpafs done againft the King’s peace. An 
if any of the offenders be prefent in any of the faid courts, he 
by the commandment of every of the judges in the fame courts, 
fall be brought in and put anfwer to fuch bill or bills by fuch 
information, by an oath firft to be made upon a book by the 


informer, before any of the faid judges, that his complaint is 
rightful

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rightful without any other or further procefs therein. And that 
the fame judges and every of them, in every of the faid courts, 
{hall have power in their feveral jurifdiétion, to examine all per- 
fons defendants, and every of them, upon every fuch informa- 
tion, and to judge him or them convicted or attainted as well 
by fuch examination as by trial, as the cafe requireth, after the 
difcretion of the judges: and alfo fhall be charged by the judg- 
ment in the fame to the perfon complainant or informer in this 
behalf, of all the cofts had in the fame, by the difcretion of the 
judges and judge in the fame. And alfo the fame party com- 
plainant to have the one half of the faid forfeitures, and the 
King the other half. And ail fuch execution to be had for the 
informer in this behalf, as is had, or ought to be had in reco- 
veries of debt or trefpafs at his picafure. And that no protec- 
tion nor efloin be allowed upon any fuch information. And that 
no fheriff nor coroner return upon any defendant being a perfon 
fufficient, in any fuit grounded upon any of the premifies re- 
turned fufficient, any lefs iffues than twenty fhillings at the firft 
day of the diftrefs: and at the fecond day xxx. s. and at the 
third day forty fhillings, and fo at every day after, more by ten 
fhillings in iffues. And if any fheriff or coroner do the con- 
trary, that then he fhall forfeit for every fuch return againft the 
form aforefaid, twenty fhillings. And alfo by the advice, afient, 
and authority aforefaid, it is ordained, “Ihat in every city, 
borough, town, and port of this realm corporate, wherein the 
mayor, fheriffs, bailiff or bailiffs, or other chief officer of fuch 
city, borough, town or port, have power to hear and determine 
perfonal pleas: the fame mayor, fheriffs, fheriff, bailiff or bai- 
liffs, or chief officer in the court holden before them or any of 
them, within any fuch city, borough, town, or port, {hall have 
all like and fuch authority ta receive fuch information as to 
hear and determine as well by examination, as by trial by their 
difcretion ; all things done concerning the premiffes, by, or to 
the inhabitants within the jurifdiction of the fame court. And 
to make and to put this ordinance in execution, in like manner 
and form as is above ordained. And that our fovereign lord 
the King, fhall have the one half af the forfeiture, and the in- 
former therein, and the mayor, fheriffs, fheriff, bailiff or bai- 
liffs, or chief officer of fuch city, borough, town or port, to 
have the other half equally to be divided betwixt them : whereof 
the part pertaining to the mayor, fheritfs, fheriff, bailiff or bai- 
liffs, or chief officer, fhail be applied to the ufe of fuch city, 
borough, town, or port. And that all retainings, and every 
retaining by indenture or other writing oath or promife of any 
perfon made before the faid feait, other than to be menial fer- 
vants or officer, or of his council, or for Jawful fervice done or 
to be done, fhali be from the faid feaft utterly void and of no 
force nor effect. Alfo it is ordained and eftablifhed, by the ad- 
vice, affent, and authority aforefaid, “hat our fovereign Jord the 
King, fhall have the one half of all the faid pains and forfei- 
- tures, in manner and form before ordained: except in cities, 
Vou, III, Dd = boroughs, 
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boroughs, towns, and divers other places, where any perfon or 
perfons have by reafon of their privileges, liberties, efranchifes, 
or grants, like forfeitures and pains: and that every fuch per- 
fon or perfons, fhall have the half of the faid forfeitures and 
pains made by this act, according to their privileges, liberties, 
franchifes and grants, as the King fhould have, if the faid privi- 
leges, liberties, franchifes and grants had not been had, granted, 
nor made. Provided always, ‘hat this act extend not, nor be

time being, during that time, and for executing their office, or 
occupation, nor to any badges or liveries to be given in defence 
of the King, and of his realm of England, nor to the conftable 
and marfhal, nor to any of them for giving any badge, livery, 
or token for any fuch feat of arms to be done within his realm, 
or to any wardens of the marches toward Scotland for any livery, 
badge, or token of them to be given from Trecut northward, at 
fuch time only as fhall be neceflary to levy people for de- 
fence of the faid marches or any of them.

An aét for the fubfidies. 


| oe, whereas inthe parliament holden in the third year of the 
Æ reign of our faid fovereign lord the King, the commons of 
the fame realm of England granted to him for the defence of the 
fame realm, and efpecially for the fafeguard and cuftody of the 
fea,a fubfidy, called tunnage, to perceive and receive in manner 
and form following, that is to fay three fhillings of every tun of 
wine coming into this realm: and of every tun of {weet wine 
coming into this realm of England by any merchant alien, as 
well by the merchants of Hanfe and A/main,as of any other mer- 
chant itranger three fhillings over and above the faid three fhill- 
ings before granted, to have and perceive the faid fubfidy yearly 
from the feaft of March in the year of our lord God M, CCCC, 
LXIV. for term of his natural life. And moreover the faid 
commons, bythe affent aforefaid granted to the King for the 
fafeguard and keeping of the fea, another fubfidy called pound- 
dage, that is to fay, of all manner merchandifes of every mer- 
chant denizen and alien, as well of merchants of Hax/e and £i- 
Midin, as Of any other merchant alien, carried out of this ‘ne 

realni, 
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realm, or brought into the fame by way of merchandife, of the 
value of every xx.s. xij.d. except tin, whereof the merchant 
{trangers {hall pay for fubfidy of the value of every xx.s. ijs. 
And the merchants denizens xij.d. And all manner merchan- 
difes of every merchant denizen to be valued according as they 
did coft at the firft buying by their oaths, or oaths oftheir fer- 
vants buyers of the 1aid merchandifes in their abfence, or b 
their letters, which the fame merchants have of fuch buying of 
their factors, and in none other manner. All manner woolen 
cloths, made and wrought within this realm of Ezgland by any 
merchant Genizen, not being an alien born, to be carried out 
of the fame realm within the time of this grant: all manner 
wools woolfels and leather going out of the fame: and all and 
every manner of corn flour: and all manner of frefh fith beft 
ale and wine coming into this realm: and all manner viétual 
going out of this realm for the victualing of the town of Calais, 
and the marches of the fame under the King’s obeifance, out 
of this grant always excepted: to have and perceive yearly the 
faid fubfidy of poundage from the faid firft day of March during 
his natural life, as in the grant thereof made more largely is 
contained: the King perceiving the great difceipt done to him, 
in withdrawing and concealing of the faid duties: and amongit 
other things many and divers merchants ftrangers and denizens 
do ufe to bring into this realm cloth of gold, cloth of filver, 
bawdkin, velvet, damafk, fatin, farcenet, tartaron, chamlets, 
and other cloths of filk and gold, and of filk being of great va- 
lue by way of merchandifes from the parts beyond the fea: 
and by fubtil and fraudulent means convey the fame merchan- 
difes to the land, not paying the very cuftoms and fubfidies 
thereof due after the form of the faid act, nor the fame mer- 
chants ftrangers do not employ the value of their faid mer- 
chandifes upon the commodities of this realm, to the great da- 
mage of the King and of this hisrealm: and although the faid 
fubfidy was granted to him efpecially for the keeping of the fea: 
yet by reafon of the faid difceipts withdrawing and concealing of 
the faid duties from the King, which fhould and ought to come 
of the aforeiaid fubfidy, the profit thereof coming tothe King is 
fo diminifhed and impaired that it attaineth not, nor hereafter 
is like to attain to any like fum, as it hath done in times pait, 
nor fufficeth not, nor in time to come is like to fuffice and fuf- 
tain the King’s neceffary and requifite charges for the keeping 
of the fea, for the furety of the King and of this realm, and for 
the fure paflage of merchandifes into this realm and out of this 
realm, unlefs that aconvenient and fure remedy be provided to 
expel and remove the faid deceits. Therefore our fovereign 
lord the King, bythe affent of the faid lords fpiritual and tem- 
poral, and the faid commons in this parliament aflembled, and 
by authority of the fame, hath ordained eftablifhed and enacted, 
that from the feaft of the nativity of Saint Jobn Baprift next 
coming, no merchant denizen or ftranger fhall fet or fuffer any 
cloth of gold, of filver, bawdkin, velvet, damafk, fatin, tarta- 
ron, 
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ron, or chamlet, nor none other cloth of filk, nor any corfe of 
fiik and of gold, nor of filk of the making of any of the parts 
beyond the fea to fell, before that the collectors or the fubfidy 
of tonage and poundage and the comptroller of the fame in the 
port where fuch merchandue is fet upon land, hath furveyed 
and meafured the fame. And hath feaied every piece thereot in 
the one end thereof, with the feal or mark efpecially to be or- 
dained for the fame, whereof tne fame collectors have the one 
part: and the comptroller have the other part feverally in their 
cuftody. And if any fuch cloth of gold, of filver, bawdkin, vel- 
vet, damafk, fatin, farcenet, tartaron, chamilet, and cloth of 
filk and of gold, be any time hereafter fet to fale not fealed, nor 
having fuch feal thereupon: that then he which fetteth fuch 
merchandife to fale, thall forfeit the fame merchandife or the va- 
lue thereof, whereof two parts fhall be to the King, and the 
third part to the finder. Alfoit is ordained by the fame autho- 
rity, That the collectors of the fame fubfidy andthe faid comp- 
troller, fhail at all times requifite, be ready to feal fuch mer- 
chandife: and to feal the fame at all times when they be required 
without delay, or taking any thing for the fame in any wile, 
upon pain of forfeiture to the owner thereof twenty fthillings for 
every of the faid collectors andcomptrollers atany time that they 
refule to feal fuch merchandife after fuch requeit made, or 
take any thing for the fealing of any fuch merchandife. Alio it 
is ordained by the authority aforefaid, That all manner of fuch 
cloths of gold, of filver, bawdkin, velvet, damafk, fatin, far- 
cenet, tartaron, chamlet, and every other cloth of filk, corfe of 
gold and filk now being within this realm, and after the feaft of 
Saint ÆZichael the archangel next coming, offered to fell, iial 
be fealed with the faid feals before the faid feait, upon the pain 
before {pecified. A!fo whereas it is exprcfied in the faid grant 
of the faid fubfidy, that if any concealment be found in the mer- 
chants in the payment of the faid duties, I hat they for fuch 
concealment fhall pay only double fubfidy without cther pain or 
forfeiture therein, as in the fame act is more fully contained. 
The King confidering that notwithftanding the fame ordinance, 
merchants do not regard to defraud him of his duty of the faid 
fubfidy, in as much as they do nothing forfeit in that behalf, 
but only pay the double fubfidy, by the advice affent and autho- 
rity aforefaid hath ordained and eftablifhed, I hat the fame fta- 
tute in this behalf be void, and of no ftrength. And if any 
merchandifes, which be to be brought to the parts beyond the 
fea, or to be carried out of this realm, whereof any fubfidy is or 
fhall be due or pertaining to the King, be hereafter fhiped to be 
carried beyond thefe2, the collectors of the faid fubfidy not paid, 
or without agreement with the collectors of the faid fubfidy for 
tiie fame, Thatthen the faid merchandifes or the value thereof, 
fall be forfeit to the King. Allo whereas divers merchants 
ftrangers and other oftentimes in the city of London, and in o~ 
ther places have packed divers woolen cloths, fome in grain, 
fome ungrained, and other cloths not grained, and the fame 
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fo racked caufe to be carried by land from London and other pla- 
ces to other ports, as to Sandwich, Southampton and other ports, 
whereas the cuftomers for the time being without due packing 
or fight of fuch cloths, upon the information of the merchants, 
do cuftom fuch cloths. as for coarfe cloths, whereby the King 
is greatly deceived of his dutics thereof, as well in the finefs of 
fuch cloths, as in the not knowing of the number of the cloths 
fopacked. Therefore the King by the advice and affent afore- 
faid, and by the fame authority doth ordain eftablifh and enact, 
That in every port within this realm of England, wherein any 
woolen cloths fhali be packed arter the firit day of AZazy next com- 
ing, in the prefence of the collectors of the aforefaid cuftoms 
and fubfidies, of the fame port for the time being, I hat all fuch 
cuftoms and fubfidies, due and pertaining to the King for the 
faid cloths, fhall be paid and contented to the fame collectors, 
where the faid cloths be fo packed, or elfe fufficient furety fhali 
be thereof to them found, before that the fame cloths be car- 
ried from the faid port to any other port or place, upon pain of 
forieiture of al! the fame cloths, or the value thereof, to be had 
of the owner of the fame. And if any woolen cloths to be carried 
over the fea, be packed in any other manner, or under any o- 
ther form, That then the collectors of the port where they be fo 
packed or brought to be packed, {hall feife and there unpack all 
the faid packs and tardels, and furvey all the cloths therein, fa 
that our fovereign lord the King may be truly anfwered of his 
duty in this behalf, without any fraud or deceit. And if any 
cuftomer or comptroller of any portor place be negligent or flack 
in unpacking of the faid cloths, or furveying of them in the form 
aforefaid, JT hat then and as often every fuch cuftomer and 
comptroller for every fuch default fhall forfeit to our fovereign 
lord the King twenty fhillings for every fuch cloth: Moreover 
it is ordained by the advice and affent aforefaid, That every of 
the faid collectors receiving any cuftom or fubfidy for any of the 
faid cloths or furety for the fame, fhall be thereof charged and 
chargeable to our fovercign lord the King upon his or their ac- 
compt. And that the fame collector or colleétors fhall from 
time to time make a ccocket or cockets of all fuch cloths,directed 
to the collectors ot the port where the fame cloths fnall be fhip- 
ed, witneifing their number, and that he or they have received 
the cufioms and fubfidies of the fame cloths, or furety for the 
fame. By which cocket or cockcts the faid collectors or the recei- 
vers of them, fhall be thereof diftharged againft our fovereign 
lord the King, and all other of all the faime cuftoms and iubf- 
dies. Provided always, That this act or ordinance be not pre- 
judicial nor in any wife hurtful to any perfon or perfons in or 
for any lett.rs-patents made by the King our fovereign lord of 
any grant, of licence to {hip and carry out of this realm of Exe- 
/rrd'any woolen cloths or other merchandifes {pecified in any of 
the faid letters- patents, to retain the cuftoms and fubfidies in 
their own hands, or in the hands of any Of them. And that 
the fame letters-patents be to the fame perlon or perions and

liveries and figns: our fovereign lordthe King, willing that his 
faid firft begotten fon the prince be at his liberty, in receiving 
any perfon and giving his figns and liveries, inas large form as 
any prince firit begotten fon of any of his noble progenitors or 
predeceffors in times paft hath been, hath ordained and efta- 
blifhed, by authority of the faid parliament, That the faid 
prince fhall be at his liberty, to retain and give his honourable 
livery and fign at his pleafure. And that the perfons fo retain- 
ed, or to whom fuch liveries or figns be or fhall be given, may 
be retained and receive and wear the fame livery and fign, with- 
out trouble, impediment or impeachment, pain, contempt or 
forfeiture of any penalty contained in any of the faid ftatutes:

H AT all fuch perfons, and every of them, which by the 
grace of God fh2ll pafs over the fea with our faid tove- 

reign lord the King in his voyage royal and noble fervice, and 
fhall abide in his nobie fervice, by their attornies or deputies or 
any of them, or by the attorney or deputy of any of them, {hall 
enter and take, and may enter and take pofleflion and profit of 
and in all honours, caitles, manors, lands, tenements, rents, 
advowfons, hereditaments, and poffeffions, which be to them 
defcended, or to any of them hereafter {hall defcend, remain, 
revert, or by any mean fhall come after the death of any of 
their anceftors, or any perfon or perfons in any other form by 
the courfe of the law of the land, during the faid voyage, if any 
parcel be holden of our fovereign lord the King by their faid 
entry, poffeffions, taking of the iffues and profhts of the fame, 
without fee or fine to be paid to our fovereign lord the King for 
the fame. And if any office be thereof found hereafter, then 
they and every of them to have efpecial liveries and livery under 
the great feal of our fovereign lord the King, without fee or 
fine to be paid for the fame to our fovereign lord the King, to 
enter and take poffeffion in and of the honours, caitles, and all 
other the premiffes, every perfon according to his right andtitle: 
and the fame to have and enjoy with the iffues and profits of the 
fame of their title grown tothem and every of them, without any 
other livery petition or purfuit of the law to be made in this 
behalf to our fovereign lord the King.

ing growing in the counties of Wéeffmoreland, Cumberland 
and Northumberland, and of the growing of the bifhoprick 
of Durham, betwixt the waters of Tyre and Teefe, and of the 
counties of Richmondfhire and Northaldertonfhire, except wools to 
be fhipped towards the weft in Gallies or Caracks, to be fhipped 
and carried out of this realm of England, fhall be conveyed to 
the ftaple of Calais, and to none other place, upon pain of for- 
feiture of the faid wools and woolfels, and fells called morling 
and fhorling, as in the fame ftatutes more plainly doth appear. 
Neverthelefs, the faid ftatutes and ordinances, notwithftanding 
a great multitude of the faid wools and woolfels, and fells cal- 
led fhorling and morling growing in York/wold in the county of 
Lincoln, Nottingham and Derby, and in other counties of this 
realm of England, under the colour of exception before rehearfed 
in the fame north parts, be carried out of this realm of England 
into Flanders, Holand, Zealand, Brabant, and other divers parts 
beyond the fea, whereby not only great decay was of the King’s 
cuftoms and fubfidies, but alfo deitroying and diminifhing of 
the price of the faid wools, woolfels, and fells called fhorling 
and morling, growing within this realm, to the univerfal da- 
mage and great impoverifhment of the fame: our fovereign 
lord the King, by the advice, affent and authority aforefaid, hath 
ordained, enacted and eftablifhed, ‘That all wools, woolfels, 
and fells called fhorling and morling, growing within this realm 
(other than before excepted) to be fhipped and conveyed out of 
the realm, fhall be conveyed to the ftaple of Calais, and to none 
other place. And that all wools, woolfels, and fells called fhor- 
ling and morling, growing and being within the faid counties 
Of Veffmorland, Cumberland, and Northumberland, the bifhoprick, 
Richmond, and Alderton, to be carried out of this realm, thall be 
{hipped at Neweafile upon Tyne, only, and from thence to be 
conveyed to Calais, or to Newrniddleburgh in Flanders, there to 
be ftapled and uttered, and at none other place. And if any 
man attempt and do contrary, and thereupon be duly convict: 
that then he fhall be of like condition, as a man attainted of 
any felony, after the courfe of the common law, and thall run 
in like pain and forfeiture as he that is fo aitainted fhould do.

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Alfo by the fame advice and anthority it is ordained, That all 
wools, woolfels, and fells called fhorling and morling, growing 
or being in any county within this realm or in Vales, or in the 
marches thereof (other than before excepted) to be carried out 
of this realm, fhall be conveyed to the faid ftaple of Calais, and 
to none other place, upon the fame pain and forfeiture. The 
King’s prerogative to grant any licence to the contrary excepted. 
This act to begin to take effect at the feaft of Saint Mickael, 
which fhall be in the year of our Lord God, 1474, and te en- 
dure by the fpace of five years only, which act our fovereign 
lord the King will, ordaineth, and eftablifheth, by the affent of 
the lords fpiritual and temporal, and the commons of this land 
in this prefent parliament affembled, to be in his full ftrength 
and effeét in every point thereof. Saving only, whereas it is by 
the fame ftatute ordained, That all wools, woolfels, and fells cal- 
led fhorling and morling, growing and being within the fard coun- 
ties of Weftmoreland, Cumberland, Northumberland, the bifhop- 
rick, Richmond/fhire, and Northaldertonfhire, to be carried out of 
this realm, fhall be {hipped at MNezvca/flle upon Tyne only, and 
there to be conveyed to Calais, or to New Middleburgh in Flan- 
ders, there to be ftapled and uttered, and at none other place.

And now 
O it is, that of late, and at thefe days counterfeit and falfe mo- 
ney of fuch countries allayed, as groats and pence made in /reland,

carry nor do to be carried out of this realm or Vales any man- 
ner money of coin of this realm, nor of the coin of other realms,

Pre forefaid 
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forefaid ftatute made the fecond year of King Henry the Sixth, 
and in other divers ftatutes, upon pain of felony, and to be 
adjudged and reputed as a felon. The fame felony to be heard 
and determined in like manner and form, and before fuch per- 
fon or perfons, as other felonies be commonly heard and de- 
termined within this realm. And whereas in the ftatute made 
in the ninth year of King Edward the Third, amongit other 
things it was ordained, That the fterling halfpenny or farthing 
fhoutd not be molten for veffel nor none other thing by gold- 
{mith or other, upon pain of forfeiture of the money molten. 
And that the goldfmith or other that fo doth melt, fhall be 
commanded to prifon, there to remain till he hath yielded to 
the King the one half of that he hath fo molten, notwithftand- 
ing any charter or franchife granted to the contrary, which fta- 
tute was confirmed by King Richard the Second, in his parlia- 
ment holden the xvii. year of his reign. And then amongft o- 
ther it was ordained, ‘That no groat nor half groat fhould be 
molten by no perfon for veffel, nor other thing thereof to be 
made, upon the pain aforefaid : contrary to which ftatutes the 
{aid monies of filver and monies of gold of this realm, by gold- 
{miths and other perfons are daily molten for vefiel and other 
things thereof to be made; fo that by the fame caufe and by the 
faid carrying of money of this realm, and by the great quantity of 
gold beaten tor imagery and fuch like, and by the wafting of gold 
in gilding in divers manners by goldfmiths, cutlers, and 
other artificers, the money of this realm is greatly diminifhed, to 
the univerfal damage of this realm: therefore it is ordained by 
the faid authority, ‘That no goldfmith nor other perfon from the

necefiary to be wrought in the fame. And that no goldfmith 
nor jeweller, nor other man that worketh harnefs of filver, fhall 
put any of the fame to fale in the fame city, before it be touched 
with the touch of the leopard’s head, that which may reafonably 
bear the fametouch. Andalfowith the mark or ñgn ot the worker 
of the fame, upen pain of forfeiture of the double. And that 
the mark or fign of every goldfmith fhall be committed to the 
wardens of the fame myftery. And if it may be found, that the 
keeper of the touch aforefaid, do touch any fuch harnefs with 
the leopard’s head, which is not as fine in allay as the fterling, 
that then the keeper of the touch for every thing fo proved not 
fo good in allay as the fterling, final! forfeit the double value to our 
fovereign lord the King and tothe party, which ftatute is daily 
troken by the goldfmiths and other workers of filver, inhabiting 
as well in the city of Loudon as elfewhere within this realm and 
Wales, and our fovereign lord the King in effect nothing anfwer- 
ed of any forfeiture comprifed in the fame ftatute, albeit that the 
King’s liege people daily buying things wrought by the faid gold- 
fmiths or workers as fine gold or fine filver, fuppcfing it to be 
the fame, when in deed it is not fo, be grievoufly deceived, be- 
caufe that the faid touch of the leopard’s head is oftentimes fet 
to fuch things by the faid keeper of the faid touch of Loudon and 
other places, as though the thing were fine and not defective. 
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And oftentimes the fign of theSworker of the fame is not fet there- 
to according to the ftatute aforefaid, nor the action given in the 
fame ftatute is no perfect remedy to the perfons grieved in this be- 
half. It is ordained by authority of this prefent parliament, for 
the better execution of the faid ftatute, and for to efchew the de- 
ceit daily done by the faid goldfmiths and workers of gold and 
filver in the faid city of Louden and elfewherc, within this realm 
and Wales, that no goldfmith nor other worker of gold and filver, 
or either of the fame metals, from the faid feaft of Eaffer, thall 
work, fell, or fet to fale, any manner bafe gold underthe fine- 
nefs of xviii. Carats otherwife called crates, nor no filver uulefs 
it be as fine as the fterling. Except fuch thing as requireth fol- 
der in making of the fame, which fhall be allowed according to 
the folder neceffary to the making of the fame, upon pain of 
forfeiture of the double value of any fuch gold or filver wrought 
or fold to the contrary. Nor that no goldfmith, jeweller, nor 
other worker of harnefs of filver, fhall fet no harnefs of filver 
plate, nor jewel of filver to fell, from the faid featt of Æaffer, 
within the faid city of London, or within two miles of Loadon, 
before it be touched with a touch of the leopard’s head crown- 
ed, fuch as may bear the fame touch, and alfo with a mark or 
fign of the worker of the fame fo wrought within the city of 
London or two miles of the fame, upon pain of forfeiture of the 
double value of any fuch filver wrought and fold to the contrary. 
Andthat the mark or fign of every goldfmith be committed to the 
wardens of the fame myftery. And if it may be found, that 
the faid keeper of the touch of the leopard’s head crowned, 
aforefaid, do mark or touch any fuch harnefs with the leopard’s 
head, if it be not as fine in allay as the fterling, then the faid 
keeper of the faid touch, for every thing proved not of as good 
allay as the fterling, fhall forfeit the double value: the fame 
forfeitures to be divided in two parts, the one half to be 
applied to the ufe of the King’s houfe, and the other half 
thereof to the party grieved or hurt, in this behalf; or in 
his default, any other perfon which will purfue and prove 
fuch forfeiture, fhall be thereto received, and have in this 
behalf an action of debt, or at the common law at his elec- 
tion, or before the juftices of peace of the county out of the 
city or town corporate where fuch forfeiture fhall happen, to 
purfue as well for the King as for himfelf. And if it happen 
in city, borough, or town corporate, then before the mayor, 
fheriff or fheriffs, bailiff or bailiffs, or other chief governor 
there by bill or bills in this party. In which action of debt, 
and in the bill and bills to be purfued, like difpofition, demean, 
behaviour, judgment and execution in this party fhall be had, 
according as in the faid article concerning the money of Ireland 
is comprifed, any charter, grant, corporation, or act, made to 
the contrary notwithftanding. And becaufe there be divers 
goldfmiths and other workers of gold and filver, aliens and 
ftrangers inhabiting in the city of London, and other places nigh 
there about, working their works in fecret places, and pe 
| lege 
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leged, and eloin the fame, and will not be fearched by the 
faid wardens of the faid goldfmiths of London for the time being, 
nor will not be obedient and governed bv them: therefore it is 
hereby ordained, T hat from the ‘aid feait ot #a/fer, every fuch 
alien and itranger goldimith and worker of gold and filver inha- 
biting or to inhabit in the faid city of Lozvdonu, and other places 
within two miles of the fame city, fhall be obedient and ruled 
by the faid wardens of the faid golafmiths, in all things lawrul 
and reafonable, and fuffer the ftuff of gold and filver by them 
wrought to be fearched and marked after the rule of the faid ci- 
ty, upon pain to be punithed in manner and form as gold- 
fmiths and workers of gold and filver of England, inhabiting 
within the faid city, by the rules of the faid craft of goldfmiths 
ought to be ruled. So always that the faid aliens and ftrangers 
be not evil entreated, nor otherwife charged by any manner 
impofition, other than the faid Fug/7j) goldfimiths be, fhall be, 
and ought to be. And for the better furveying of the faid aliens 
and ftrangers in time to come to be had, it is ordained by the 
authority aforefaid, That the fame aliens and ftrangers, gold- 
{miths and workers of gold and filver, inhabiting within the 
faid city and every of them, from the feaft of Saint Michael the 
archangel next coming, fhall inhabit them in the open ftreets 
ef the faid city, and where better and more open fhewing 
is of their craft. And it is ordained by the faid authority, I hat 
if the aforefaid keeper of the faid touch, or worker of harnefs 
or other thing of gold or filver not made of the faid finenefs, do 
touch or mark the fame harnefs or other thing as fine and able, 
that then for non-fufficiency of the faid keeper and worker, the 
perfons of the faid craft of goldfmiths of the faid city of Landon, 
by whatfoever name or names they be corporate, fhall be 
chargeable and charged of the forfeitures by like action or ac- 
tions of debt as is aforefaid in like manner and form as inme- 
diately before is fpecified. And whereas in the fifth year of the 
pretenfed reign of king Henry the Fourth, for the better keep- 5 H. 4. c. 9. 
ing of gold and filver within this realm, and for the utterance 
of the commodities of the fame realm, it was ordained amongit 
other, "That the merchant ftrangers and aliens fhould fell their 
merchandifes brought, within a quarter of a year atter their 
coming into the fame, and that the money received in this realm 
fhould be employed upon the commodities of this land upon 
pain of forfeiture of the fame money. Contrary to which ordi- 
nance, the fame merchants and many other perfons do convey 
and carry daily the fame money by them received out of the 
realm, to the great diminifhing of the fame money, anddo not 
employ the fame in fubftance upon the commodities of this 
realm, whereby the King’s cuftom and fubtidy be greatly de- 
cayed. It is therefore ordained by the authority aforefaid, That 
every merchant alien, and every victualler and other ftranger 
not being denizen, which {hall refort into any place or port of 
this realm or Zales after the faid feaft of Hafler, {hall duly em- 
ploy al! the money to be received by him within any part of 
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the fame realm or Wales, upon the merchandifes or other com- 
modities of this realm, or without any fraud he fhall put the 
fame in due payment to the King’s liege people within this 
realm. The fame employment or payment duly to be prov- 
ed by the merchant alien, victuailer, or other ftranger, before 
his departing out of the fame port, by writing to fuch mer- 
chant or merchants, to whom the faid merchant alien, victual- 
ler, or other ftranger hath employed or paid his money by him 
received for his merchandifes brought into this land, witneffing 
that he hath fo done or by fuch proofs as fhall feem reafonable 
to the cultomer or comptrüller of the fame port and mayor, 
bailiff, or other chief governor of any fuch city, borough, or 
town, where fuch port fhall be, upon pain of forfeiture of all 
his goods being within this realm, and to have one year’s im- 
prifonment. Saving always to every fuch merchant, victual- 
ler and firanger, his reafonable cofts by the overfight of the 
faid chief governor of the port or place where fuch mer- 
chant, victualler, or ftranger fhall arrive. The fame forfeiture 
to be demeaned, judged, and departed, in like manner and 
form by like actions, procefs, and execution, as is limited of 
other forfeitures in this aét before declared. And becaufe that 
many forfeitures touching the aforefaid ftatutes made before this 
time have fallen before the faid feaft of Kaffer, and by likali- 
hood will more fall by perfons not doubting to offend and break 
the law, which perfons ought by reafon to be punifhed in dif- 
couraging ct other hereafter to offend. It is ordained by the 
authority aforefaid, That the juitices of peace of each coun- 
ty, or other place where juftices of peace are, fhall have power 
to hear and determine all manner defaults and forfeitures touch- 
ing every of the premifies had or done before the feaft of Eafter, 
next enfuing, to be had and done againft the form of any fta- 

tute before this time thereof made. The fame forfeitures and 
every of them to be judged, demeaned, and departed inlike manner 
and form by like action procefs and execution as before is li- 
mited, and declared of and for the faid forfeitures before re- 

hearfed in this prefent aét and ordinance. Provided always, 
That this aét extend not to any ambañffador or other ftranger 
come or to come into this realm, or to pafs out of the fame 
by the King’s licence, as for any money of gold and filver, 
plate, or veilel, or jewel, or any ornament of filver or gold 
concerning his perfon, brought by him into this realm; or to 

any ambaffador of the King, herald, purfuivant, or meffenger, 

which thall pafs out of this realm beyond the fea, by the King’s 

licence, or to any merchant going over the fea to buy any wine 

to be brought into this realm, as for to carry with him only a 

little cup called a T'after for wine. Provided alfo, That this act 

extend not to any of the inhabitants, denizens, or ftrangers, 

to come or go to and fro the town of Calais, or the marches of 

the fame, nor to the dwellers and fojourners of the fame ; for 

any money by them or any of them to be conveyed or carried 

to any places or country out of the faid town and marches, 

| other 
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other than the money of this realm, or money of other 
countries carried out of this realm. And to the intent that 
due notice may be hereof had to the King’s liege people in 
this part, letters of proclamation under the King’s feal upon 
this ordinance fhail be made to every county of this realm and 
other places neceffary in all good hafte. This ordinance to 
endure from the faid feait of Eafer, till the end of feven years 
then next following. Provided alfo, That this act, as for the 
part of any forfeiture contained in the fame, which may per- 
tain to the King, fhall not extend to give him any fuch part of 
fuch forfeiture to be had or made within the principality of 
Wales, the duchy of Cornwall, nor the earldom and counties 
palatines of Chefer and Flint, nor any of them. Alfo it is or- 
dained by the authority aforefaid, That the noble and excellent 
prince Edward, the King’s firft-begotten fon, prince of Fales, 
duke of Cornwal, and earl of Chefer, {hall have, perceive, and 
enjoy, and to his heirs, princes of Wales, dukes of Cornwall, 
and earls of Chefer, being the firft-begotten fons of the King of 
England, all and every fuch part of forfeitures, which fhall be 
made or forfeit within the faid principality, duchy, earldom, 
counties palatines, or any parcel of any of them, in as ample 
and large form as the King ought or may have fuch part of for- 
feiture in any other place by reafon of any act made in this par- 
liament, any act made or to be made in this prefent parliament, 
to the contrary notwithftanding. Provided alfo, That this act 
for the divifion and partition of any forfeiture therein contained, 
{hall not extend to or for any forfeiture to be had or made with- 
in the liberties or franchifes of William, bifhop of Durham. And 
it is ordained by the faid authority, That Milliam, bifhop of 
Durham, and his fucceflors bifhops of Durham, fhall have all 
fuch partitions and forfeitures, which fhall happen within the 
faid liberties and franchifes, in as ample and large form as the 
King fhould or ought to have in any cther place by force of 
this act. Provided always, ‘That this act nor none other act or 
ftatute made or to be made in this prefent parliament, fhall ex- 
tend to be prejudicial or hurtful to the abbot of the monaftery 
of St. Peter of Wefiminfler for the time being, nor to any perfon 
for the time dwelling, refiant, or being within the fame mona- 
itery, or within any place pertaining to the fame monattery, or 
within any place within the precinét fee or franchife of the faid 
abbot, or of the faid convent, or to any of the rights, privileges, 
liberties, franchifes, immunities, or other thing granted by the 
King or any of his progenitors, predeceffors, or pofieffors of the 
royal eftate and crown of England, to the abbot and convent of 
the faid monaftery and their fucceffors jointly or feverally, in 
any manner granted heretofore pertaining. Provided alfo, 
‘hat the abbot of the faid monaftery,and convent of the faid mo- 
naftery and their fucceffors, fhall have, hold, and enjoy freely 
and effectually, all the faid rights, liberties, privileges, fran- 
chifes, immunities, and ail other things in the form arorefa:d 
to them granted, by whatfoexer name or names they be namel

Concerning filk workers. 


TEM, whereas by a piteous complaint made in the fame 

parliament by men and women of the myftery and workman- 
{hip of filk of the city of London, and other cities, boroughs and 
towns of this realm, it was fhewed, how that in the time of the 
reign of our fovereign lord the King that now is, a reftraint 
was made that certain things of filk work ready wrought fhould 
not be brought into this realm, after whieh reftraint expired, fo 
great multitude of filks ready wrought as corfes, ribbands, laces, 
call filk, andcolein ilk twined have been brought into this faid 
realm by merchants ftrangers and other that all the workers of 
the faid myftery of filk working, as well men as women in the 
faid realm have been grievoufly impoverifhed for default of oc- 
cupation. Our faid fovereign lord the King in confideration 
of the premiffes, hath by the advice, affent, and authority afore- 
faid, ordained and eftablifhed, I hat no merchant ftranger nor 
other perfon, after the feaft of Zafer next coming, fhall bring 
into this realm of Æ£ gland to be fold any corfes, girdles, ribbands, 
laces, Call filk or Colein ilk twined or wrought, upon pain of 
forfeiture of the fame, or of the value thereof, in whofe hands 
they fhail be found.

And that 
the defendant in any fuch action be not admitted to wage nor do 
his law, nor no protection nor efloin in the King’s fervice to be 
allowed for any fuch defendant. ‘This aét to indure for iiii. 
years next following the faid feaft of Ea/fer. 


CAP. IV, 

An aét for the price of bows. 
TEM, whereas in the time of the noble progenitors of our 
fovereign lord the King that now is, and alfo in the time of 
the victorious reign of our faid fovereign lord the King that 
now is, his fubjeéts within every part of this realm have vir- 
tuoufly occupied and ufed fhooting with their bows, whereby 
and under the protection of Almighty God, victorious acts have 
been done in defence of this realin: now fo it is, that the 
bowyers in every part of this reaim do fell their bows at fuch a 
great and exceflive price, that the King’s fubjeéts difpofed to 
fhhoot, be not of power to buy to them bows, whereby fhooting is 
greatly diminifhied and Heft, and unlawful games be ufed, con- 
trary to ftatutes and ordinances thereupon made: our faid fo-- 
vereign lord the King, confidering the premiffes, by the advice, 
afient, and authority aforefaid, hath ordained, eftablifhed and 
enacted, That from the feat of Eeler next coming no bowyer 
rot 
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nor other perfon ufing to fell or put to fale, or which hereafter 
fhall ufe to fell or put to fale any long bow or bows of yew, fhall 
fell any of the fame bows to any of the King’s lege people 
above the price of iii. fhillings nu. d. a bow. And long bows 
of yew under the value of the fame price as the feller and buyer 
thereof may reafonably agree and accord, upon pain to forfeit 
for every long bow of yew otherwife fold above the faid price of 
iii. S.iiii. d. xx. s. The one half thereof to our fovereign lord the 
King, and the other half to any of his liege people that will 
therefore purfue and prove the faid forfeiture by action or ac- 
tions of .debt, wherein like procefs judgment and execution 
fhall be had as is commonly ufed in actions of debt fued at the 
common law. And that no defendant in any fuch action or 
actions fhall be admitted to wage his law. 


CAPR ve 
Concerning the fulling of hats and caps. 


TEM, it was fhewed in the faid parliament, how that hats, 

bonnets, and caps as well fingle as double, were wont to be 
faithfully made, wrought, fulled and thicked by men’s ftrength, 
that is to fay, with hands and feet, and thereby the makers of 
the fame have honeftly before this time gained their living, and 
kept many apprentices, fervants and good houfes, tili now of late 
that by fubtle imagination, to the deftruétion of the labours 
and fuftenance of many men, fuch hats, bonnets, and caps 
have been fulled and thicked in fulling mills, and in the faid 
mills the faid hats and caps be broken and deceitfully wrought, 
and in no wife by the mean of any mill may be faithfully 
made, to the great damage of our fovereign lord the King and 
of all his fubjects, and the final undoing of fuch which be 
the makers of fuch hats, bonnets, and caps, unlefs the grace of 
our fovereign Jord the King thould be to them fhewed in this 
behalf, and théreupon to provide remedy: our faid fovereign 
lord the King, by the affent of the lords ipiritual and temporal, 
and at the fupplicaticn of his faid commons in the faid parlia- 
mant affembled and by the authority of the fame hath ordained 
and provided, “hat no manner perfon after the feaft of Æa/?er 
next coming, fhall full or thick, or do to be fulled or thicked 
any hats, bonnets, or caps, double or fingle, in any fulling mill, 
or by the mean of any fulling mill, upon pain to forfeit and to 
lofe xl. s. as often as he {hall do contrary to thisact. And al- 
fo that no perfon hat-maker, capper, or other whatfoever he be, 
after the faid feaft of Eaffer, Mall fet or caufe to be fet any hats 
bonnets or caps double or fingle to be fulled or thicked, to any 
fuch mill or by the mean of any fuch mill, or fet to fale any 
fuch hats, bonnets, or caps double or fingle, which after the 
faid feaft fhall be fo made, fulled or thicked, upon pain to for- 
feit and lofe the hats, bonnets, and caps fo fet as afore is faid 
to any fuch mill to be fulled or thicked, or otherwife fet to be 
fold contrary to this act, and alfo to forfeit and lofe xl. s. as 
often as any fuch perfon fhall fet to fulling or thicking or to fale 
any 
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any fuch hats, bonnets, and caps contrary to this act: the one 
halfof the faid fines forfeitures and penalties and of every of them, 
to our fovereign lord the King, and the other half to him or them 
of the King’s fubjeéts, which fhall feife the fame or purfue for 
the fame by action of debt, by writ at the common law, or by 
bill or plaint after the cuftom of the city or town where any 
fuch fines forfeitures or penalties fhall happen to fall or to be. 
And that the defendant in any fuch action be not admitted to 
do or wage his law, nor no protection nor efloin in the King’s 
fervice fhall be for any fuch defendant allowed. This act to 
indure from the faid feaft of Eafer till the end of two years ther 
next following, and no longer.

Merchandifes carried into or fetched out of Scotland, /hall Le 
firft brought to Berwick. The freemen of Berwick pall 
bave to ferm the fifhing there. 


EL. Our faid fovereign lord the King, for the furety of the 
town of Berwick, and the marches of the fame, and to have 
the fame town to be inhabited with great number of his faithful 
liege people, which would there abound and increafe by the re- 
‘pair of merchants and merchandife, and exercife of the fame, 
hath by the affent of the lords fpiritual and temporal, and the 
commons in the faid parliament affembled, and by authority of 
the fame parliament ordained, enacted and eftablithed, “I hat 
from the feaft of the nativity of Saint Jobn Bapiiff next coming, 
all merchants which fhall carry or bring any merchandife out of 
Scotland, or the itles of the fame, into this realm of England, or 
into Ireland, or Vales, firit fhall bring the fame merchandife 
to the faid town of Berwick: (2) and that none of the King’s 
liege people, nor any other perfon under the King’s obeylance, 
fhall buy any merchandife brought out of Scet/and, and carry the 
fame, or caufe to be carried into this realm of England, or any 
other place under the King’s obeyfance, but that the fame mer- 
chandife be brought, fold and cuftomed at his faid town of Ber- 
wick, except to the city of Carlife, and the ports or creeks per- 
taining to the weft marches. (3) And that no manner merchant, 
‘denizen nor ftranger, under the King’s obeyfance, fhall carry or 
‘convey to fell any manner merchandife of England, Ireland, or 
Vales, into Scotland, or the ifles of the fame, which be not un- 
Jer the King’s obeyfance; (4) and that none under the King’s 
ligeance and obeytance, fell any manner merchandife of Eng- 
land, Ircland or FF ules, to any of the inhabitants of Scotland, or 
the ifles of the fame, in any place within England, Ireland or 
WF ales, faving only at the faid town of Berwick and Carlifle afore- 
faid. (5) And that no merchandife fhall be fhipped in any 
creek or other place betwixt Vinaouth and the faid townof Ber- 
wick, but only in the port or haven of the faid town of Berwick : 
(6) and that no perfon or perfons faving the burgeffes and free- 
men of the faid town of Berwick, thall caule any falmon to be 
fold, which thall be taken in the water of Tweed. (7) And if 
any perfon or perfons offend, or do with any inerchandtle afore- 
faid, contrary to any of the faid ordinances, the fame perfon or 
perfons fhall forfeit all the faid merchandile; (8) and that it 
{hall be lawful to any of the King’s liege fubjects to feife all fuch 
merchandife fo forfeit, or cle to purfue in his own name an ac-

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tion of debt againft the fame perfon or perfons which fo fhall 
forfeit, containing the fum of the value of the faid goods: and 
in the fame action to have like procefs, judgment and execution, 
as is ufed in other actions of debt by the courfe of the King’s 
laws: (g) and that in none of the fame fuits and actions any 
protection or effoin of the King’s fervice be allowed, nor any 
defendant admitted to do his law, (10) and our lord the King 
to have as well the one half of all fuch merchandife forfeited 
and feifed, as the one half of all fuch fums of money which fhall 
be recovered by action in the form aforefaid, to purfue for the 
value of any fuch goods fo forfeited: and the perfon or perfons 
which fhall feife and purfue in the form aforelaid, ta have the 
other half of the fame. 

IT. And by the faid authority it is ordained and enacted, That 
the merchants and freemen of the faid town, may of the grace of 
our faid lord the King, have to ferm all the waters royal, and 
fifhing places within the faid town of Berwick and feigniory of the 
fame paying for the fame as fuch as any other perfon will do; 
(2) and that the fame merchants and freemen, and every of them, 
may from henceforth have, occupy and enjoy to them, their 
heirs and fucceffors for ever all liberties, franchifes and cuftoms, 
which at any time before pertained to the faid town, (3) and 
that they may fhip all manner goods and merchandifes there, 
and carry them to what place or places, port or ports that they 
will, and there difcharge, and the fame recharge with corn or 
any other viétual or merchandifes, and bring the fame to the 
faid town of Berwick tor victualling thereof. 

II. Provided always, That this act, nor any other act, made 
or to be made in the faid parliament, do not extend nor be pre- 
judicial to 7{%/liam bifhop of Durham, nor to his fucceffors, in or 
= any manner thing pertaining, or in any wife belonging to 
im.
